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These Considerations 


/ HE IMAGINARY ZODIAC band was clearly visible on certain 
chilly nights this past November, its path sign-posted by 2 ¢ o” in 
the western sky, 4 over to the south, and % almost a full turn 
round to the east. After sunset and prior to moonrise all eight of 

the planets were unusually aligned at much the same level around the 
night sky. As the brightest light in the sky, @ was easily spotted, its iden- 
tity confirmed by the presence of o” with its remarkable reddish coloring 
slightly to the right, closer to the west. The ephemeris said ? and B were 
out there almost due west, about to set, and that ¥ and were over to the 
left, close to the easily seen 4, but these four were beyond my unaided 
vision. Winter starlight ever provides unending gleams of wonder and 
these past nights, viewing the clearly defined path of the zodiac with four 
gods visibly processing along it, will stay long in my memory. 

Polaris was of course there too, high in the sky each night. I had ig- 
nored it in November but, since receiving Doug Smith’s article in early 
December, have since come to eye it with suspicion. Appearances can be 
deceptive. 

Be warned: the current issue of Considerations contains violence, 
mainly of the unexpected type. Violence is ever potential in life. It has 
always been so and, with o continuing to process around the zodiac, it 
doubtless always will. As Prier Wintle explains, cool breezes can change 
abruptly into violent tree-toppling tempests — stumps here vouch for that — 
and summer driving across the prairies requires a radio constantly tuned 
to the local tornado watch. The hot and humid days of summer often con- 
ceal dangers. Denis Saunders and Prier Wintle provide further thoughts 
on the astrological factors relating to the tragic death last summer of Prin- 
cess Diana, one of them believes it was predictable and the other says it 
wasn’t: Helen Best tells how she predicted an IRA bombing; Stan Rid- 
dle’s final article in his fine series on retrograde planets deals with P, the 
planet many consider the higher octave of o"; and my own study of the 
natal charts of the Dunblane children, distinguishing victim from survivor, 
also deals with the type of violence that appears when least expected. 

Besides these we have a marriage, the birth of a child, a horary, book 
reviews, and stellar homeopathy. The articles by Doug Smith, Hideaki 
Kokubu and Jaroslav Mixa will provide a welcome balance, and so will 
Brita Okin’s introduction to some of the factors horary astrologers need to 
consider before attempting to respond to a question.

Star Drops 


DOUG SMITH 


With no-one around 
a tree falls in the forest. 
Does it make a sound? 


ACK IN THE FALL and winter 

of 1990-91 I prepared a series 

) of homeopathic star potencies 

on my country property north of 

Minden, Ontario, where light pollution is 
at a minimum.' The procedure was as 
follows. Having at my disposal an eight- 
inch Schmidt-Cassegrain Celestron telescope, I inserted a half-inch di- 
ameter clear-glass vial encircled by a cork rim into the eyepiece aperture. 
For autumn viewing the vial was filled with well water; in the winter, I 
used vodka, neat, to prevent the fluid freezing. The telescope itself was 
set up in the middle of a free-standing stone enclosure some three feet 
high and forty feet in diameter, which was oriented on a north/south axis. 

By means of the finderscope I kept the telescope centred on a chosen 
star for an interval of one hour. At the end of the viewing period I re- 
moved the vial from the telescope and to avoid human contamination 
placed it in a plastic container filled with sand. I then carried the con- 
tainer to the house, about 150 yards away, where under dim light I im- 
mediately potentized the fluid according to the single-vial Hahnemannian 
method from the 1X through the 6X decimal dilutions, succussing it 48 
times at each stage. The mother tincture along with the series of poten- 
cies was then stored in a dark place in amber bottles. 

Except for a few casual investigations by my wife and myself, these 
star potencies remained essentially untested until the winter of 1997, 
when I had the opportunity to supply several of these star potencies to 
Jeremy Sherr, a British homeopath who is widely recognized for his 
systematic and painstaking approach in proving new substances.*Among

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the remedies supplied was that of Polaris, the Pole Star, which I had 
originally prepared on 26 October 1990, in the hour before midnight. 

There the matter rested until 25 June 1997, at 02:00 PM EDT, when I 
received a phone call from the island of Westray in the Orkneys. It was 
Jeremy Sherr, and he seemed to be in a rather excited state. Jeremy said 
that he was conducting a single-blind proving of Polaris with about 
twenty-four other people. He told me that the remedy was having a very 
powerful effect, there being visionary experiences reported as well as 
profound nature rapport, among other things. Jeremy asked me to fax 
him any information I could find about this particular star, because the 
next day he was going to inform the group what it was that they had 
taken. 

During a seminar held in Toronto the following September Jeremy 
was to reveal more about the Polaris proving, although he emphasised 
that the remedy picture was still in a preliminary stage. Worked up to the 
30C potency, the remedy was taken by the group on June 21. In this 
potency Polaris elicited symptoms that could apparently be sorted out 
into two overlapping sets. One set of symptoms had evident resonance 
with deep space, while the other set seemed more attuned to the immedi- 
ate circumstances of the remedy's creation. 

At the outset virtually everyone in the group felt energy collecting in 
a triangular formation, sometimes painfully, just beneath their eyes, 
which then ascended upwards through the vertex in a way that actually 
seemed to make their hair stand on end. They also began experiencing an 
absolute stillness, feeling that they could just sit through the whole night 
and not move. On the other hand they also experienced the contrary 
property, where they simply could not stop moving. While in this latter 
phase a point came where everybody, save one, wanted to take off and 
tour the north of the island, although it was in fact drear and featureless. 
Then they started making jokes about going to the North Pole! 

Having experienced the polarities of stillness/motion, north/south, 
getting lost/knowing one's way, some of the provers moved into a much 


By taking the astrological dimension into account, even the time at which the 
proving began cannot appear arbitrary. Astrologers will typically express the 
quality of a star in terms of a combination of certain planetary energies. Ac- 
cording to Reinhold Ebertin, in his Fixed Stars and their Interpretation, the Pole 
Star, with a zodiacal longitude of 28° IL, is to be regarded as a blend of the ©, 2 
and », I myself was born on 21 June 1944, when 9, © and % were in close con- 
junction, from 28° II to 0° &. Further, at the time I received news of the proving, 
3 (4° 08’ &) was combust the © (4° 12’ &) while tenanting the Ninth House of 
the event chart. This pair was separating from a quincunx with B (3° 24’ ~), 
which could signify the resolution of an acute dyspeptic episode — the very 
kind of thing one is apt to suffer after eating a wedge of universe. 
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deeper and more profound state, describing a sensation of floating up off 
the earth. One prover had several dreams that were initiated by a great 
chord, like that of a pipe organ, yet inaudible in the ordinary sense. In the 
waking state she felt that her abdomen was becoming empty and hollow, 
like the vacuum of space itself. Another woman reported feeling like she 
was in the middle of space, just seeing the stars and the moon. "I'm going 
into deep space," she said, "a big, big, big place. I've never seen anything 
this big before." There were mountains and weird places, silvery and de- 
void of life. She felt she was becoming one with the wind, moving over 
the water and the sand, There were lightning flashes, explosions of light 
on her left side. None of this could she fit into human language; words 
could not do it justice. Over the period of a few days this same woman 
repeatedly visualised various upward- and downward-pointing triangles, 
which rotated and floated about until they eventually amalgamated in the 
form of a Star of David. A star! 

Although she was not Jewish, this same prover reported that the word 
Niphilem was running through her mind. Niphelim in Hebrew means 
"Giants," a word that occurs in the Biblical story of a time when a race of 
Giants walked upon the earth and mated with the daughters of man, pro- 
ducing a hybrid species which met an obscure fate. Because they were in 
perfect communication with the animals around them, these Giants 
would not eat flesh. 

Many of the provers experienced states of irretrievable loss and deep 
sadness for the fact that they could no longer communicate with the spe- 
cies of the animal realm. Many felt that they were bearing witness to the 
time when the primal connection between humans and animals was bro- 
ken, and that this separation was unfixable and now had the character of 
a deep truth. Nevertheless, some of the provers tried communicating 
through animal sounds, avoiding human language altogether. The sad- 
ness at the gulf which separated the life realms was conveyed by one 
prover in feeling like a beached whale, left high and dry at ebbtide. 

These feelings of rapport/separation with nature may in fact be attrib- 
utable to the circumstances attending the remedy's preparation. Sitting in 
the darkness with my right cheek to the telescope's barrel, I was aware 
that there were bears in the surrounding woods, particularly at that time 
of year. At other times I too had yearned to communicate with the deer 
which I had seen browsing in the stone enclosure. 

But then there were other symptoms reported that seemed directly 
connected with the telescope itself. Someone experienced the delusion 
that the folds of his brain were unfurling, becoming like pipes, through 
which he could communicate; and another prover actually visualised 
some sort of brass cylinder, the length of which could be adjusted as part 
of the process. Other symptoms whose source might be considered more 
ambient than cosmic were: extreme chilliness, especially with cold 
thighs; a unanimous craving for hot chocolate; aggravation from wind, 
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yet wanting to be in the cold wind; and pain in triangular shape around 
eyes (as from squinting for an hour through the finderscope). 

The day on which he was to reveal the source of the remedy, Jeremy 
held a guessing contest, promising half-seriously a round-trip ticket to 
Paris for the winner. The group began converging on the star source so 
quickly, that he was forced to pre-empt them, so as not to be suddenly 
out of pocket. 

Provings like this will help resolve the issue raised by the noted ho- 
meopath, George Vithoulkas, who questions whether "imponderable" 
remedies actually possess curative powers. Vilhoulkas himself expressed 
the opinion that for the sake of rationality the entire class of remedies that 
lack a material substrate should be jettisoned from the homeopathic Mate- 
ria Medica.* Included among these imponderables would be remedies such 
as Electricitas, Galvanismus, Magnetis Polus Articus and Australis, Sol 
and Luna, and X-ray. These are all admittedly minor remedies, so that their 
absence would not be keenly felt by most prescribers. Yet the attempt to 
normalise homeopathy by trimming off a few troubling features will do 
nothing to remove its essential wonder and mystery as a science rooted in 
the alchemical tradition. And is it not profoundly curative — does it not 
heal our sense of separation — to know that we can take into our beings 
the energy of a star’ that is many light-years away?

> With this particular telescope the actual field of view at prime focus (i.e. with- 
out an eyepiece) comprehends some three-quarters of a degree in diameter. Ob- 
viously, as a dimensionless point of emission, Polaris cannot be separated from a 
cone of space that extends to infinity. Mingled with this one star, which is the 
brightest simply from Earth's point of view, are the energies of millions of other 
Stars, not to mention whole galaxies. Only the sun and the moon, which occupy 
the telescope's entire field of view, can be isolated as light sources from the 
background of space. Yet even here there is a residual source of contamination 
in the fact that the telescope's transmitting window, which is coated with magne- 
sium fluoride, can absorb up to ten percent of the incident light. 


Mercury & the Winds 
PRIER WINTLE 


RULES THE AIR. He is the god of the wind. Weather-predicting 
astrology explicitly recognizes §’s rulership of the wind. A chart 
cast for the exact moment when he enters each Sign by direct or 
retrograde motion is taken as indicative of the type of wind which 
may be expected at any particular place till he changes Sign once again.’ 
“Tf 2 rules the wind,” the editor wrote to me, after I had sent him my 
article on Mercury’, “shouldn’t you include some charts of tornadoes to 
show his effect?” 
Of course the idea that he rules the wind did not originate with me. It is 
a well-known part of astrological weather-predicting lore. %’s function is 
to circulate the air, carrying moisture and transmitting heat from hot spots 
to colder ones and cold from cold spots to warmer ones, tending or at least 
trying to help to maintain a more or less even temperature over the whole 
globe. It is analogous to the way he gets people to communicate by means 
of conversation, spreading news and preventing isolation and misunder- 
standing from getting completely out of hand. In general he is a benefic in 
these activities, though he can be mischievous too sometimes, spreading 
gossip and setting neighbors at loggerheads. And so it seems to be with

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the wind too. On the whole his circulatory function is a boon to us. Indeed 
it is essential, Our world would be uninhabitable if the wind did not blow, 
bringing rain and coolness to places which would otherwise be parched 
and sweltering, and even warming up the Arctic and Antarctic wastes in 
due season, aiding the © as he returns to them each year with his light and 
a ration of heat to be spread out evenly over them. 

But as we all know, winds are sometimes dangerous. “It’s an ill wind 
that blows nobody any good,” says the proverb, but such winds do blow. 
The editor sent me eight charts, six of them tornado touchdowns and two 
straightforward destructive gale winds. “Explain these,” he said. 

Before I proceed to do this, let me first of all consider what we might 
expect to find in a chart cast for a time when a wind caused serious dam- 
age to property and/or loss of life. 

As I have said, I do not consider § to be essentially malefic. Neverthe- 
less he can sometimes blow very hard, and when he does that he whips up 
storms at sea and topples trees on land—occasionally buildings as well. 
In the same way speakers sometimes shout, and when they do they may 
browbeat or terrorize other people. But in those cases a confrontation 
situation usually exists already and the shouting merely fans and worsens 
it. I think it is so with the wind as well. Its worst effects occur when there 
is already trouble in being or at least the potentiality for it. It is the un- 
seaworthy or incompetently commanded ship which is most likely to foun- 
der in a storm at sea and similarly it is an unsafe building or an exposed 
tree (i.e. one which is no longer part of a mutually protecting forest) which 
suffers worst on land. 

The editor’s two charts of destructive gusts of wind illustrate this prin- 
ciple clearly. 


6th, 1997 at Queens, New York, concerned a 70-foot tall maple 

tree which crashed across Francis Lewis Boulevard, crushing the 
back of a Dodge Ram in which there were two adults and eight children. 
Four of the children were killed and all the other six occupants were in- 
jured. 

Typically, sidewalk workers had cut the roots of the tree in 1996, 
making it a potential death trap. A sixty-mile-an-hour wind had set it 
swaying wildly and obviously the street should have been closed. Fig. 1, 
the chart for the time the tree fell, shows the position precisely. » is ex- 
actly on the Ascendant. A more appropriate indication of crushing would 
be impossible to imagine. 

What about 3? 

He was unhappy for he was in 1 where he is in both his detriment and 
fall, and he also has a weak square to B (though this is enormously 


r HE MOST RECENT of them, that for 7:15 a.m. EST on March 
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strengthened and intensified by a parallel as well). P afflictions are noted 
for causing mishaps which involve a lot of people all at the same time — 
things like airplane disasters and mass automobile pile-ups are typical 
(here a whole street was blocked when the tree fell across it). 

Thus the potential for trouble that might be caused by the wind was 
unquestionably there, but why did it happen precisely at that moment. 
What triggered it?

I suggest it was because the Midheaven then just happened to be at the 
exact midpoint of the opposition between % and d’, in square to both of 
them. When we come to examine the tornado charts we shall see just how 
vital the Midheaven is. A disaster like this is a public event so it concerns 
the Midheaven more than the Ascendant, although since people were 
crushed in the accident was appropriately on the Ascendant as well. 

Note in addition that XX in = is the ultimate dispositor of everything 
else in this chart. “It all happened so suddenly.” Of course. 
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The final feature to notice is the closeness of $ to 9. This is very im- 
portant. In some ways it is the key to everything that happened. I shall 
explain why in connection with the next case. 


HE OTHER non-tornado chart, that for 7:30 p.m. EDT on Octo- 

ber 18th, 1990 at Goldens Bridge, New York, is for a sudden gust 

of wind which brought down four mature, healthy trees on our 
editor’s own property.

I don’t know how the trees were planted, or indeed anything else about 
them beyond the fact that they were blown down, but potential for trouble 
of some kind is indicated in the chart at Fig. 2 by a Yod formation in- 
volving & in the Ist House as the finger or pointer in quincunx aspect to ¥ 
in @ in the VIUJth and PB in Tl in the VIth. All three are also all in parallel. 
& himself is in ¥’s Sign II. This by itself doesn’t indicate wind but it can 
certainly go along with it and ® too is just below the Ascendant, right at 
the beginning of I. Fortunately & is a considerable distance away from 
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the Ascendant, even though he is in the Ist House, so harm to people is not 
as likely as it was in the previous case where » was precisely rising. 

What then of $? 

At first sight he doesn’t seem to be afflicted. He is embedded in a 
dense satellitium of four bodies in = close to the cusp of the VIth House, 
and = is not a Sign in which he is unhappy. He is in square to 4 in @ in 
the VIIIth House, but although that could go along with a fracture of some 
sort it hardly by itself suggests a violent storm of wind. 

But note that $ is close to 2 again, just as he was in the last case, and 
they are also parallel to each other as well, just as they were in that case 
too. Why 2? 


I first learnt the answer to that question some thirteen years ago while I 
was taking a course in piano tuning and servicing at Stevenson College in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, after being retired from the Cape Town Symphony 
Orchestra at the end of 1982. Enlightenment came during a lecture on the 
subject of resonance. 

Most people know that if you sing a note loudly enough or play it on 
some other musical instrument close to a piano whose sustaining pedal is 
pressed down, the string on the piano which corresponds to that note will 
resonate with it and begin to sound. This lecture went a lot further than 
just that, however. It illustrated the universal omnipresence of resonance. 
Every person and every thing in this world has his, her or its own individ- 
ual note that will resonate in sympathy if this note or a note harmonizing 
with it is sounded anywhere in its vicinity. It is a principle that is now be- 
ing used militarily since certain sound frequencies, when projected at en- 
emy troops with sufficient intensity, can bring down buildings by reso- 
nating with them and break every bone in individual soldier’s bodies. 
Moreover, even unintentionally, certain frequencies can be very dangerous 
in confined spaces. Thus a frequency of about eight beats a second reso- 
nates with the human intestinal cavity and it has been discovered that sail- 


ll 
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ors or workmen hammering or using drills operating at this frequency to 
remove rust in the bunkers of ships developed intestinal bleeding. 

The direct relevance of all this to the subject of $ and 2 and the wind is 
that to illustrate the importance of resonance the lecturer in Edinburgh 
showed a film in which a steel bridge over a canyon in the United States 
was destroyed by wind. It was not simply blown down by one enormous 
gust that just tore it away. No. The wind was blowing strongly and 
rhythmically, and the rhythm in which it was blowing resonated with the 
bridge’s own individual note. Do you remember how marching soldiers 
are ordered to break step when crossing a bridge? The purpose is to pre- 
vent just the effect that happened here. The bridge began to sway, and we 
watched all the vehicles and people who were on it hurriedly get off it. 
Then gradually but inexorably the swaying increased. The whole bridge 
began to oscillate and swing amazingly — unbelievably — like a pendu- 
lum with ever increasing amplitude. And then suddenly it twisted and 
crumpled and the whole structure dropped into the canyon below. 

If you look at the newspaper account of the fall of the 70-foot maple 
tree in Queens on March 6th 1997 you will see that it describes it swaying 
wildly before it fell. The editor doesn’t mention his four trees as swaying 
but with Q just 1°26’ away from $ in the chart for their fall, I have no 
doubt whatever that they did. They came down not simply and solely be- 
cause an irresistibly strong wind blew them over but because of a gust 
which resonated with their own particular frequency. 

The principle we have to understand is that 2 herself cannot produce a 
wind but she can tune one that is already in being. Then the wind doesn’t 
just speak (i.e., blow) — it sings. And when the wind sings, then is the 
time to watch out. Remember that according to immemorial tradition 
witches always sung or whistled when they wanted to raise a tempest. 

Remember too that even though @ is a benefic that does not mean she 
has no acquaintance with pain or sorrow. There is no sorrow in the world 
more poignant than that we experience when love goes wrong or is unre- 
quited. And as if to rub home the lesson, the central day of the whole 
Christian religion is Good Friday, 2’s day, when Jesus’ disciples deserted 
Him and He was crucified. 

Of course a conjunction of 2 with § doesn’t always produce a destruc- 
tive wind. In an appropriate context it may denote a good kindergarten 
teacher, But sometimes it can warn of potential danger from wind — even 
a wind that can destroy children, like the one that blew on March 6th, 
1997 in Queens. 


OW LET US look at the tornado charts. 
We need to realize first of all that although a particular tor- 


nado that rips our house apart may be unusual (thank the Lord) 
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tornadoes as a genus are neither rare nor unusual. Particular years may 
see more of them than other years but a large number are generated every 
year. Nearly all of them originate in a band circling the globe and stretch- 
ing approximately 30° North and South of the equator. Most of them stay 
within these limits though a few destructive individuals stray beyond it. 

Why do they rotate? 

Basically, it all has to do with the daily rotation of the Earth. There are 
two types of wind on Earth, cold ones coming from the poles and hot ones 
coming from the equator. The cold wind coming up from the South Pole is 
carried round towards the East as the Earth rotates and also widens as the 
wind reaches lower latitudes, so it becomes a Westerly or South-Westerly. 
Similarly the wind from the North Pole becomes a Westerly or North- 
Westerly. The wind 
from the — equator 
however, which is 
traveling Eastwards at 
1,000 mp.h., goes 
Southwards or North- 
wards to regions where 
the Earth is © still 
traveling Eastwards but at a lesser velocity, so it becomes an Easterly. 

Eventually the Easterly and Westerly winds meet, and they cancel out 
in an area of the Earth known as the doldrums, which used to be a night- 
mare to mariners in the days of sailing ships. They couldn’t find a wind to 
fill their sails. But in addition the cold wind from the poles hugs the sur- 
face of the Earth while the hot one from the equator is high up. Since they 
are going in opposite directions this tends to produce a whirl, and the dol- 
drums is also the great breeding ground for tornadoes. 

Actually, a// wind movements on Earth tend to be circular. They are 
called cyclones, and they consist of alternate layers of hot and cold air, 
You can see them any day on the TV when the weather forecaster is giv- 
ing her report. Hurricanes and tornadoes are merely particularly virulent 
cases of an omnipresent phenomenon. 

Having said that, however, it does really seem as though something 
else has got into these specific two. Hurricanes in particular have been 
suspected of having an almost sentient life of their own. And strangely 
enough they always used to be given girl’s names — Hurricane Sarah, 
Hurricane Phyllis, and so on — till the feminists protested. Then a few 
boy’s names were given for a while but naming them seems to have 
dropped out of fashion nowadays. It seemed right that they should be 
women. Possibly a subconscious astrological instinct told the weathermen 
so. 
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Remember those boxers who won not just by using their linear § minds 
but because they could also dance with their feet and their whole bodies? 
A tornado is the very incarnation of a whirling, dancing, pirouetting wind. 
It can change direction swiftly, suddenly, unpredictably, like an expert 
ballerina on points. It has got ¢ in it! 


tornado chart the editor sent, for the simple reason that, as in the 

Queens’ case, he also sent me the newspaper report about it along 
with it. It is the one for 2:46 p.m. CST at Arkadelphia, Arkansas on 
March Ist, 1997, see Fig. 3. The graphic account says that the tornado 
went through the town like a malevolent giant stepping heavily, crushing a 
block in one place but leaving the one next to it standing. When some 
residents came back to the piles of rubble that had been their downtown, 
they got lost.

The chart is in what I consider to be the classical form. ? is only 22’ 
from being exactly ¢ Q in the VIIIth House in H. 9 is exalted in H but ¥ is 
disgruntled there so he has some bad humor to work off. They are both in 
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very close square to ) o P in 4 in the Vth, so you can expect o effects. 
The chart is bowl-shaped, everything being enclosed within the opposition 
from o to 4, which was also present, right along the horizon, in the map 
for the tree fall in Queens. Dangerous falls and fractures would tend to 
characterize a whole period while a long opposition like this was in force 
between these two, with ok. Here it is not emphasized by angularity, as 
in the Queens’ case, but o rules the Midheaven and I said in my discus- 
sion of that case that one must always look at the Midheaven in a case of 
public disaster. Moreover the Midheaven is in parallel to the ©, the As- 
cendant ruler, and he is in the VIIIth OP, so there is warning enough of 
trouble. 


Why did the tornado strike just when it did? 

Probably because 2 had just started to rise, making the © the ruler, 
while at the same time the Midheaven had just become parallel to the ©. 
But in addition )K was 6° above the Descendant, disposing of it as well as 
of 4, ) and P. He thus held the trigger to B’s mass effect, and \K always 
likes to jump the gun and act when no one is expecting anything. 


IGURE 4, the chart for 7:05 p.m. EDT on May 31st 1985, when 
tornadoes struck along the Pennsylvania/New York border, killing 
85 people, presents the same basic pattern with only superficial 
differences. 
¥ is here in his own Sign I, where he should be constructive and 
happy, but we already know from the case where the editor’s own trees 
were blown down, when he was in +, that he doesn’t have to be in detri- 
ment to cause damage. The point here is that he is the finger or pointer of 
an exact Yod figure with PB and ¥. Strangely enough he is in the VIIIth

House again, P’s natural House. He is in this House in five of the eight 
charts the editor sent me. 

P is 5° below the Ascendant and within 1° of an exact square to the 
Midheaven. Once again I regard that last fact as the timing pointer, 
showing just when the tornado would strike. 

9 does not conjoin in this case but she is semi-quintile to him and she 
is also the chart ruler since = rises. Moreover she herself is only 2° below 
the Descendant and as long as she is within orbs of that point she is in a 
position to ‘tune’ things. She will have been well within orbs for the whole 
period of the tornado strike. Note she is in detriment in T so she will have 
been the disgruntled planet in this case. 

The © is the MC ruler and he conjoins ¥ weakly in the VIJIth House in 
II, and like him he is also o° . In his case a parallel strengthens the oppo- 
sition. He is also 1%, one of the prongs of $’s Yod figure.Finally — and 
very important — the Midheaven is lI ¥. This might be taken as strength- 
ening a sextile aspect between them but really the parallel is the stronger 
aspect (comparable to a conjunction), and the sextile thus becomes only a 
back up or confirmation of it for as long as it lasts. ?’s wind power flowed 
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through this Midheaven during the crucial moments of the tornado strike. 
It will have triggered both 2’s own Yod figure and also the opposition of

WILL TRY to summarize the next four charts as much as possible. 
That for March 28th, 1984 at 5:15 p.m. EST (Fig. 5) is for the 
first of 24 tornadoes which devastated 300 miles of the Carolinas. The 
one for May 12th of the same year at 5:25 p.m. EDT (Fig. 6) is for a 
sport which came up out of the usual tropical and subtropical belt up to 
latitude 42°42’ North where it touched down at the Altamont, New York 
fairgrounds, injuring eleven people. 

It is interesting that I is on the Midheaven and Tf! rises in both cases, 
making ¥ the ruler of both, and that in both cases is on or very close to 
the VIIIth House cusp at the end of the Sign T, closely dissociate ” P 
right at the beginning of Ml. He had gone retrograde during the interval 
between the two charts for three weeks, from April 12th to May 6th, and 
then returned to almost exactly his original position. Thus it looks very 
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much as though this is a test case in which the determining signs for a tor- 
nado were present in toto on March 28th (producing 24 tornadoes!) — so 
much so that when most of them reformed on May 12th another one ap- 
propriately manifested. 

Just what were the signs? 

They were everything we should by now be expecting. 

P was in the foreground both by virtue of being o° % and also because 
of a parallel to the Ascendant. Moreover in the March 28th chart he is the 
ultimate dispositor of everything else in it! ¥ of course is enormously ac- 
cented as a result of both the Ascendant and the MC and he is in the 
VIlIIth House again, P’s natural House. ? is not conjoined with ¥ but 24° 
below the Descendant as in the PA/NY border case of May 3lst, 1985. 
There she was in detriment in T. Here she is exalted in }, but she is af- 
flicted because she is involved in an angular square to \K from the Descen- 
dant to the IC. 

The Midheaven is less than 2° from being 0 9,  \K, and IDK, ¥ and 4. 
(Here 4 seems to have put his oar in just to multiply everything by 24. 
Note, he is in his Fall.) 

& is also in on the act because the ) is very closely squaring him from 
the VIth House to the cusp of the IlIrd, both of them natural $ Houses. 

Why did everything happen just when it did? It seems strange that 
most of the aspects I have listed had just passed exactness. The MC was 
14° past 0 @ and the Ascendant had passed the opposition to her by 24°. 
Similarly the MC was well past & \{ and also beyond being exactly IDK, ¥ 
and 4. The ) had passed being exactly 0 o* two hours previously. Only ¥ 
had 5° to go to complete becoming exactly ° P, but he wouldn’t do that 
for another four days. What triggered everything at exactly 5:15 p.m. lo- 
cal standard time? 

My own belief is that everything really happened approximately six 
minutes earlier than the stated time. The Ascendant was then at 18°55’ TL 
and exactly 1B. And the MC was exactly 0 @ (and a little closer to being 
4, ¥ and 4). In other words. I suspect it all happened at 5:09 p.m., not 
5:15 p.m. But of course I can’t prove this. I merely think that with 2 rul- 
ing both the Ascendant and the MC it is extremely likely.

There were if anything even more indications of violence than in the 
March chart. Thus the © in 8 in the VIIlth House was only 2° from being 
exactly & & in Tl in the IInd, and @, also in the VIIIth, was exactly o° 4. 
The chart is actually of a seesaw shape and the three VIIIth House plan- 
ets, ¥, 2 and the ©, are almost exactly opposed by the three IInd House 
ones, P. % and &. P is not the ultimate dispositor of everything as he was 
in the March chart but he is extremely strong, disposing of everything but 
the © and ) who are disposed of by Q in 8. 

That last fact is possibly the key to the whole chart, for there is one 
enormously important thing missing in it — @ is neither ¢ ¥ nor conjoined 
with any angle. In this it differs from the March chart and indeed from 
every other chart we have examined so far as well as from the two next to 
follow. Was this simply a weak tornado or did 2 resonate through the © 
and )? She is weakly o © (just over 8° from being exact) and 9 is simi- 
larly 8° from being & J.

There is one other possible explanation or solution. I think the timing 
of this tornado was correct and exact. The Midheaven has just become 
exactly * 8 and at the same time exactly 2 2. This could have been one 
possible route by which 2 was able to ‘tune’ ¥. Appropriately enough the 
tornado touched down just then at a fairground where people were enjoy- 
ing themselves. 

Note \ is in the picture as usual, though less strongly and crucially 
than in most other cases. He is the central planet in an exact fan of semi- 
sextiles, precisely at the midpoint of 4 * %. He is also parallel to both + 
and ¥, as in the March chart. But there the Midheaven was parallel to all 


three — here only to 4. Thus we sec that as far as definitive tornado signs 
were concerned this was a milder chart, describing a milder tornado. Nev- 
ertheless there were enough of them there to prove that it was a tornado. 


PART FROM the first chart concerning a wind which uprooted a 
tree which then fell and crushed four children, the last two charts 
are the only ones out of the eight sent by the editor where ¥ is not 
in the VIIIth House. In the first of them he is, even so, closely O ¥ there. It 
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is the chart for 1:30 p.m. UT on April 19th, 1986 when two tornadoes 
came together, cutting a half-mile wide path of destruction. See Fig. 7. 

Most of the signs we have learnt to expect are there. The Midheaven is 
within 1° of being exactly OP and

With the hindsight coming 
from having seen the previous six charts, however, it should be clearly 
discernible. The rule goes like this: 

Accent the VIllth House and/or P as much as possible. Connect % 
with it or him and ally him with 2 or place her on an angle (usually the 
horizon). Get P solidly into the picture with hard aspects and/or paral- 
lels. Finally, trigger everything with the MC, both by Zodiacal aspect 
and by parallel. XK will usually help, too. 

Looked at like this everything slots neatly into place in this chart. The 
timing comes from the MC OP. } is there too. 


HE LAST CHART (shown as Fig. 8) for 1:55 p.m, EST on Octo- 

ber 3rd, 1979 at Windsor Locks, Connecticut is for a Flash Tor- 

nado. It killed two, injured 300 and caused $200-million worth of 
devastation. 

Every sign is there precisely. 

@ is really making sing. She is conjoined with him in her own Sign = 
and intensely strong because she is the ultimate dispositor of everything 
else in the chart through it. She is also less than 2° from being ¢ P with % 
also involved, though she lies between them. All three are squaring the 
Ascendant from the equal-house Xth cusp. 

The MC is both conjoined with and parallel to ), which planet, pre-

This is a precisely timed chart and the MC still has just over 3° 
to go to reach him, but ){ wasn’t going to wait for that. This is an affect to 
expect always when timing by kX.

The only thing we don’t get here is an obvious accent on the VIIIth 
House. * is technically in it but only by the last 8’ of a degree for he is 
really on the IXth cusp. The © rules it and he too is in the [Xth, in a very, 
very wide conjunction with P, the VIIIth House natural ruler. 4 is the only 
planet solidly in the VIIIth, in detriment in W but unafflicted by aspect. 
But with P accented as intensely as he is in this chart (he even rules the 
MC!) the VIIIth House isn’t really needed. 
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ET US NOW summarize what we have learnt. 
3 is the planet of wind in general, not just of tornadoes. But the 
business of wind is to circulate the air and that word itself implies 
a turning, revolving movement. The endless processions of depression cy- 
clones we constantly read and hear about are always enormous slow cir- 
cular air movements. Nowadays we can actually see satellite photos of 
them on our TV screens as they are made visible by the cloud formations 
carried within them. 

In the tropics ?’s circles become smaller and narrower and also more 
rapid and sometimes violent. Even so, even there the majority of them spin 
themselves out harmlessly over the 
sea. Fortunately for us on our globe 
there is a great deal more sea than 
land in the tropical latitudes. But 
tornadoes do also blow over land, 
and when they do they cause 
trouble, particularly where trouble 
is likely anyway in the shape of 
rickety buildings or dangerously 
exposed trees. And another crucial 
fact we astrologers have to reckon 
with is that there are also planets 
about (planets like o”, 4, )K and B) 
who are disposed to make trouble 
anyway and who rub their hands 
when something blows it towards 
them. P is particularly fond of 
hurricanes and tornadoes because 
of the mass effects they make possi- 
ble and )K loves the suddenness of 
tornadoes. 

Finally there is the subject of resonance. A wind doesn’t necessarily 
have to be overpoweringly strong to cause sensational effects as long as it 
is steady, continuous and rhythmical. Then it can resonate with the indi- 
vidual vibratory keynote of rigid objects and enclosed spaces and the re- 
sult can be devastating. ? is the key to the resonance effect, either gener- 
ally by means of being o 3 or by being on an angle at the time a tornado 


or any other gui/ty wind strikes.

@i INCE ANCIENT TIMES, Japan has actively imported advanced 
cultures, from China and Korea in the old days and from Europe 
and America in modern times. Japanese culture especially owes 
a great deal to China; the Kanji characters were imported from 

there in the fifth century, and ideas based on Confucian thought have had 
a great influence in Japan as a moral code. Moreover, Japan's legal sys- 
tem in the old days was patterned after that of China. In those days many 
groups of Japanese were sent to the Chinese mainland to study and they 
brought back many things to Japan. Onmyodo was one of them. 

Onmyodo, literally the way of yin and yang, is a system of belief 
based upon the ancient Chinese theories of yin and yang and the five 
elements, and the magical practices that developed after their importation 
into Japan. Onmyodo originally referred to the worldview and practices 
found in the ancient Chinese Yi Jing or Book of Changes. In this work 
the two essences of yin and yang are said to stem from faikyoku, the 
source of the universe. The ebb and flow of yin and yang bring about the 
changes observed in the world. In the Han dynasty (206 BC-220 AD), 
this theory of change was combined with the concept that all things were 
divided into five elements (wood, fire, earth, metal, and water). Direction 
and position, the five colors, and the guardian animals were also related 
to this five-element theory. Many popular beliefs today, such as the aus- 
piciousness of certain days, lucky and unlucky directions, and numerol- 
ogy, stem from Onmyodo. 

In 675 A.D, the central government established the Onmyoryo, the, 
bureau of yin and yang, to study the stars in order to make a calendar and 
foretell the future. The bureau staff took it in turns to observe the sky 
night and day, and they secretly notified the Emperor of any unusual 
phenomena and their interpretation of it. Those who interpreted the phe- 
nomena were called Onmyoji, or masters of Onmyodo. The Onmyoji and 
their staff were forbidden to tell others what they had observed or to re- 
move the astronomical instruments or the books on astrology. Unusual 
phenomena in the sky were considered to be the gods warning the Em- 
peror that he had made an error in administration. To unnecessarily pub- 
licize the phenomena was to expose the Emperor's blunder, which could 
lead to a possible overthrow of the government. That is why the govern- 
ment was afraid of leakage of the secret, and prohibited the bureau staff 
from publicizing the phenomena or their interpretations. When the offi- 
cial history books were compiled later, only the phenomena were re- 
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corded; the interpretations were omitted. Consequently, little is known 
today about the astrology in use at the time. But some idea can be 
glimpsed if we study the history books. 

Okagami, a history book compiled in the twelfth century, says that 
Abe-no-Seimei, the head of the Onmyoryo, observed a phenomenon in 
986 AD, and judged that it signified the dethronement of the Emperor, 
which had already occurred. In fact, Emperor Kazan was dethroned by 
his men the same night Abe-no-Seimei observed the phenomenon — an 
occultation of the Southern Scale by \. In those days, the autumnal equi- 
nox was in the lunar mansion Tei (Chinese: Ti, Sanskrit: Visakha) which 
included the Southern Scale. This lunar mansion seems to have been im- 
portant for Onmyoji, since they left many records of occultations of the 
Southern Scale. The Onmyoji probably considered that Tei represented a 
decline or change. According to the Chinese ancient texts, 4 certainly 
signified the Emperor. That is probably why Abe-no-Seimei judged the 
phenomenon as indicating the dethronement of the Emperor. 

There are also many references of o 'guarding' Shin (Chinese: Sin), 
the lunar mansion that contains Antares, the Scorpion's Heart. Shin 
means "Heart". The ancient Chinese and Japanese considered a planet 
guarded a lunar mansion when it was retrograde and stationary in it. 
Needless to say, o” turns retrograde every 2,2 years, less frequently than 
or 4. Retrograde o* was therefore considered an important phenome- 
non, especially when it occurred in Shin. Ancient Chinese texts say that 
the longer & stays retrograde the greater the misfortune or disaster, and 
that if o” is retrograde and its locus is like a fishhook a fight is evil and 
the enemy will besiege the army. How 
to interpret o in Shin is not stated, but 
I assume the ancients regarded it as 
indicating the death of the Emperor 
because both records were entered 
continuously in many histories. 

The ancients similarly recorded 
eclipses, occultation, comets, shooting 
stars, aurora (!), etc. The Onmyodo 
interpreted natural phenomena to pass 
judgment, so their astrology seems to 
be based on observation rather than 
from judging charts. However, the details of their method have never 
been opened to the public, so we cannot conclude that they didn't erect 
astrological charts. It is very useful therefore to examine event charts 
concerning the Emperor and the Imperial Family, for the Onmyoji are 
said to have advised on the best moment for wearing new clothes, which 
means that they were able to do the elections. If we take the trouble to 
seek for the event data — date, time and place — and erect the charts, we 
can begin to conjecture about the nature of their astrology. 
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Figure 1 is taken from Ho-Seiju's Shakai Senseigaku. This chart is 
cast for when Emperor Meiji first entered the Tokyo Palace. He had been 
living in Kyoto, the previous capital of Japan. The Tokyo Palace was 
originally the headquarters of Tokugawa Shogunate, but it became the 
Emperor's residence after the Meiji Restoration in 1868. "Tokyo" means 
"East Capital". This was not a mere moving but a demonstration that the 
power was being transferred from Tokugawa back to the Emperor.

At first glance, this chart seems unfortunate because the malefics oc- 
cupy the angles and the ) is translating the light of 4 to o’. Vivian Rob- 
son says "Fortify the lords of the radical and electional fourth house, and 
let the ) apply to good aspects" when doing the fourth house elections. 
Here o rules the fourth and the ) is applying to 4 o and is in the sign of 
o. In the nativity of Emperor Meiji (November 3, 1852, 12:57 p.m. JST; 
135E42, 35N00), o is in the tenth and rules the tenth house, Tl, and 4 
rules the ascendant, #. So the malefics signify the Emperor and his 
honor and are of importance for him. The ascending degree in this chart 
is remarkable because of the presence of Regudus (28° 00’ {2 at the time), 
one of the Royal Stars. And the ruler of the tenth 9 is very strong: in its 
own sign and triplicity, Cazimi, and fast in motion. 9 is the ruler of the 
radical fourth house, too. And it is interesting that ¥ at 29° 39° © falls 
upon his natal fourth cusp.

Figure 2 is the chart cast for the moment of the wedding of Prince 
Naruhito and Miss Masako Owada in 1993. Again, Regulus is rising. The 
natural ruler of weddings, 9, is fortified by being in its own sign, triplic- 
ity and term. Some might say that % in the 7"-of-partnership and ruling 
the 7" is a bad sign. But this doesn't matter because * rules the 7" house 
in the Prince's nativity (Feb. 23, 1960, 4:15 p.m. JST; 139E46, 35N41) 
and * ceases to be a malefic for the matter in hand and must receive spe- 
cial consideration in the election.

I wonder why o’ is the hour ruler in these three charts; the hour of 0” 
is an unfortunate one for most purposes. Perhaps the o” hour has a special 
meaning for the Imperial family. Anyway, Onmyodo is similar to the 
Western astrology so far as elections are concerned. I am quite sure that 
the Imperial family, at least the Emperor and the Prince, continue to em- 
ploy Onmyoji. But they would never say so publicly because they are 
aware of the enormous influence they have on the Japanese people. In- 
deed, they won't even tell what is their favorite TV program, so that the 
ratings are not affected. The Emperor, the Imperial family, the Onmyoji 
— they are mysterious, even to the Japanese. 
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Considerations before Judgement

ORARY and Event astrology are the techniques used to an- 

swer questions and interpret happenings. They are by far the 

most direct routes to prediction since all of the information in 

the chart relates to one specific event or one query, climinating 

the numerous outcomes that are possible as the natal figure is 
transited. 

In my early years as an astrology student (1970) I thought it bizarre 
that the branch of astrology that was the most predictive was also the 
least known and the least studied. Everyone I knew in the astrological 
community was eager to master any technique that promised better pre- 
dictive results. Classes teaching progressions of any kind or solar and 
lunar return charts filled the lecture halls. It seemed odd that there was 
little mention of the horary chart at lectures and conferences. Neverthe- 
less, I was rather pleased to have found a method of answering questions 
and struggled along the best I could. 

As time went on I discovered that if I followed the basic rules set 
down in 1647 by William Lilly, derived by astrologers long before that 
date, I would achieve the highest accuracy. Among those rules are the 
“Considerations before Judgement”,' that specify when a chart should 
not be read. The astrologer is cautioned to be wary and not feel safe pro- 
nouncing judgement when these considerations are present. The four 
most commonly known strictures are the following: 


1. Compatibility between the lord of the hour and the lord of the ascen- 
dant. 

2. Less than 3° or more than 27° of a sign rising. 

3. The ) void of course or in the via combusta (from 15° = to 14°59’ 
mM) 


4. An afflicted 7" house cusp or the lord of the 7” in poor shape. 


As I perused my collection of charts that fell into these categories, I 
realized that the horary/event chart is a very detailed description of the 
people and events inquired after by the querent (the person asking the 
question) or the participants in any given situation. Included in this de-

scription is the intent of all parties involved, the direction they are mov- 
ing in and sometimes, quite surprisingly, there is a commentary on the 
moral fiber of the people involved. It is not difficult to predict accurately 
with such an abundance of information. 

I found the charts falling into the category of “Considerations before 
Judgement” have pertinent pieces of information missing or people who 
are undecided about the course of action they will follow. Although it is 
fashionable to ignore these considerations, the astrologer who chooses to 
do so must be willing to accept a reduced accuracy rate in prediction. I 
know from research that the percentage of accuracy in judgement is re- 
duced as much as 80% in such circumstances, This is unacceptable to 
the horary practitioner and I do believe that is the reason William Lilly 
suggested passing on these queries. 


THE RESOLVTION 


of all manner of QuesTIONs 
and DEMANDS. 


The limited knowledge of such charts is often a valuable asset to the 
astrologer without his venturing to pass judgement about final outcome. 
Personally, I frequently find the descriptive information more helpful 
than knowing the final outcome. In the charts with ascendants that are 
too early the astrologer is warned that it is premature to render judge- 
ment. All the facts are not available and the recommendation to proceed 
slowly with the utmost caution is useful and may be used to the client’s 
advantage. 

I know that retrograde rulers do not prohibit action from happening. 
There is the possibility that the party represented by the retrograde planet 
will have a change of heart, and my records show this happens 14% of 
the time. Knowing that the retrograde person will be disappointed with 
the outcome, when and if the deal is completed has been of enormous 
help. I have been unsuccessful in any of my efforts to find the reasons 
for his disappointment through chart interpretation. The querent needs to 
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go back, do more research, find the extra data and reevaluate all the in- 
formation. 

In search of better descriptions I continue to collect charts that contain 
these considerations. Over the past year I have set aside 0° ascending 
charts and those with either the significators or ) in cazimi position. 
These conditions occur less frequently than many other happenings, so it 
has been a slow process. To date I have fewer charts than I would like, 
but interesting patterns are emerging. 


“Will my dad receive the money he is owned?” 
(The money in question is from an insurance company) 
8:55 p.m. EST. November 20, 1995. Syosset, NY: 40N50, 73W30. 
hora: 4 


There are twelve charts in my files with less than 1° of a sign rising 
and each one tells shades of a similar story. The querent asks about 
something that has no basis in reality. “Will we relocate to Texas with 
the company?” is asked and the astrologer is not told the company is 
considering moving its headquarters to any one of five possible loca- 
tions. The feasibility study for the move is not scheduled to begin until 
sometime next year. The possibilities inquired about through these 
questions have never materialized (even years later) in the charts I have 
on file. 

There is another type of situation reflected by these questions as 
shown in the chart above. 
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The ascendant ruler is the © in Tl, ® in H rules the hour. Both rulers 
inhabit a water sign, validating the chart through an agreement in ele- 
ment (“...if the Lord of the Ascendant and Lord of the hour be the same 
or the Signs wherein those Significators are placed be of the same Trip- 
licity or complexion the Question is serious...” Bonatus’, Consideration 
# 143). Experience has taught me that I can rely on the chart reflecting 
reality when such an agreement occurs. 

The daughter asked the question and dad is the 4" house. He is ruled 
by 9, residing in his 2“ house. As a matter of fact, everything is in dad’s 
money house, including the money from the insurance company, the dis- 
positor of the ® (the ©) and the )’s dispositor (c*). A retrograde % due 
to station the following day rules dad’s end of the matter. The ) will 
trine % and dad (9) trines the ®. 

It is not uncommon for charts that should not be read to have a string 
of warning lights that only the foolish would ignore. This chart is no ex- 
ception with the ruler of the 7" house, » &, shouting loud and clear that 
the advisor will not be received well. The astrologer will err or be mis- 
interpreted and in either case the client will not be satisfied. 

The outcome: Dad wasn’t owed any money. He had received the 
check a week before the inquiry and deposited it in his checking account. 
He just forgot. This chart is quite an accurate mirror of reality but as- 
trologers will speak of recovered money, not money that was not owed. 
Dad is less than 1° away from the money, his money. 

There are three lonely charts in the file I have marked “Cazimi”. This 
describes a celestial body within 17’ of the ©, in the heart of the O, 
which is considered most fortunate according to tradition. Rarely does 
one cast a chart with a significator or the ) in this position. A more fre- 
quent occurrence, familiar to every horary practitioner, is combustion (a 
celestial body in the same sign as the © and within 8° of it) or “under 
sunbeams” (same sign and within 17°). Whatever the planet represents in 
the chart is damaged by the brightness of the © and the situation literally 
burns out. If the planet is approaching the © worse times are ahead, 
while if a planet is separating from the © it is a sign of recovery taking 
place. 

Unfortunately, the three charts I have with significators cazimi were 
not so blessed as the ancients led me to believe. The position was down- 
right unfavorable for those involved, akin to combustion, swallowed by 
the ©. I realize that three charts are not the database one looks for to 
announce happenings, but I can no longer feel safe predicting good for- 
tune with such a placement.

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Who will Survive?

UST BEFORE 9:30 AM on Wednesday, March 13" 1996 Tho- 

mas Watt Hamilton, wearing ear protectors and carrying four 

( hand guns, entered Dunblane Primary School (56N11, 3W58) 

and made his way to the gymnasium. He shot and injured a 

teacher as he went through the door and at 9:32 AM opened fire 

for three minutes on the class and staff. He then stepped outside and fired 

a few more shots before reentering the gym and killing himself with a 

single bullet fired into his mouth. Of the original thirty children in the 

class, fifteen were killed outright, one died later in the day, eleven re- 

ceived gunshot wounds, one escaped physical injury altogether, one had 

been absent that day and one had left the school and the area a few 

months earlier. The class teacher was killed in the gym and two other 
teachers were injured. 

The birth data for most of the children is available (source: birth cer- 
tificates), we have the time and place for thirteen survivors and fourteen 
of those who were killed. Can we distinguish between the children who 
died and those who survived on the basis of their natal horoscopes? 

I believe we can. 

A comparison of the birth charts with the nativity of the killer, Tho- 
mas Watt Hamilton (born 8:50 a.m. BST on May 10, 1952 in Glasgow: 
55N53, 4W15), does not provide this information. Both survivors and 
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victims have similar aspect connections to Hamilton. A similar compari- 
son of the charts to the prior lunations also fails to discriminate between 
victim and survivor. 

The older astrological books abound with aphorisms indicating 
whether the native will die violently or not. I began with compiling a list 
of these but stopped when I failed to identify any obvious system in- 
volved. I was about to give up on tradition altogether when I remem- 
bered the listing William Lilly gives on page 644 in Christian Astrology, 
a book that has attained a biblical reputation to many astrologers in re- 
cent times. This is a systematic approach, but does it work? 

In the event I find that of Lilly’s 15 conditions for a violent death (see 
Table 1), two of them by themselves clearly identify children who failed 
to survive this dreadful attack. The presence of the others, when coupled 
with other indicators, are also necessary conditions for predicting a vio- 
lent death. 

It is important to note that while these indications do distinguish the 
survivors from the victims in the Dunblane massacre, they may not nec- 
essarily be applicable on other occasions where the ratio of victims to 
survivors is more extreme. However, | strongly suspect that in any act of 
violence against a group of individuals in which a goodly proportion sur- 
vive the ordeal, the indications found at Dunblane will also distinguish 
the survivors from the victims. 

In this listing of conditions Lilly defines Violent signs as being those 
a malefic (* or o”) rules or is exalted in, namely T, =, Tl, @ and =. 

The violent fixed stars Lilly used were Caput Meduse (Algol, a star of 
a do’ nature, now at 26° 8), Oculus (Aldebaran, 3, 9° Il), Hercules 
(Pollux, d, 23° &), the star at the right shoulder of Orion (Betelgeuze, 
3, 28% II), Cor M (Antares, v4, 9% %) and Chelae (Southern 
Scale, &%, 15° M). 

To these six I arbitrarily added two more: Hamal, also known as El 
Nath and considered to be of the nature of &* and %, at 7’4° © and, al- 
though distant from the ecliptic, Phachd (o", 297° Q) which Ebertin' has 
indited as a possible cause of great blood baths when transited by ¥. 

With the 5° orb about these stars Lilly suggests, a planet located in 
any of the following degrees is with a violent fixed star: 


Hamal 2°R- 12° Pollux 18° @-28°S 
Algol 21°S-1° Phachd 25°Q-S5°W 
Aldebaran 5° T- 15° 0 Southern Scale 10° ML- 20° M 
Betelgeuze 24° -4°& Antares 5° 7 - 15° %

Analysis 

Let’s first evaluate the fifteen Lilly aphorisms. The defined conditions 
occurred on nineteen occasions among the fourteen children who were 
killed and ten times among those who survived this senseless attack.

Lilly’s conditions # 3 and 4 stand out as being possibly valid indica- 
tions of a violent death. When these occurred in the chart of a Dunblane 
child or teacher death was violent and unexpected. 


Lilly condition # 3: Either © or ) is in a violent sign and the other is with 
a violent fixed star and one of the malefics aspects either the ©, ) or the 
8"-house ruler. 


Lilly condition # 4; Both lights ¢, 0 or & * and o, with one of the lights 
and a malefic in a violent sign or with a violent fixed star. 


Angularity 

Planets close to the angles, those o or o the Ascendant or Midheaven, 
should be meaningful in determining those most likely to survive an at- 
tack of this nature. 

\ at any angle preserves life, as we might expect. He is the great pre- 
server. 4 was within 5° of an angle in five of the charts and each of the 
five children survived. 

Indeed, a// of the surviving children for whom we have full birth data 
had one or more planets within 5° of an angle. The evidence from the 
Dunblane children suggests that close angularity is extremely important 
in distinguishing between those who survive and those who do not. 
Which planet is angular is also important, as is the angle involved.

Having the ) & or & the Ascendant or ¢ & Asc is not at all helpful — 
these two bring just too much attention to the native. 
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+ at the IC (the only examples we have here of % angular) is associ- 
ated with death, while P on the Ascendant avoids it. This effect of B is 
not unexpected. On the natal ascendant he can create a colorless person 
who passes unnoticed in any crowd. On that March morning in the Dun- 
blane Primary School gym not being visible was a distinct advantage. 

Simply having a planet angular may aid survival. Five children and 
two teachers had nothing within 5° of an angle. Each of the children also 
had Lilly violence conditions present in their birth charts, for four of 
them it was condition # 3 or # 4, and each of the five died.

Sophie North, condition # 4

Hannah Scott, conditions #3 & 4 


Besides having no planet within 5° of an angle, neither of the two 
teachers for whom we have full birth data, Mary Blake and Eileen Har- 
rild, had any Lilly violence conditions present in their charts. They both 
survived.

Eight of the ten are associated with the child being killed. The two 
who survived, one a child and one a teacher, had no other indicators of 
violence in their charts. 

Many of 
them had this opposition within 5° and the others had it just beyond this 
orb. This is mentioned although, in keeping with normal practice, only 
the conjunction is used here for planets to the fixed stars.

There are fourteen charts with a violent fixed star o or o the MC. 
These relate to ten deaths and three survivals (Brett McKinnon had two 
of these fixed stars aspecting his MC, A/debaran and Antares). Each of 
the three survivors had no Lilly’s violence conditions present. Eight of 
the ten deaths had one or more Lilly violence conditions in the chart. 
The two deaths without these violence conditions had or the ) oppos- 
ing the Ascendant. 

The remaining four deaths, those without a violent fixed star as- 
pecting the MC, either had Lilly violence condition # 3 or 4 present or 2 
or the ) opposing the Ascendant. 


Conclusions 

Lilly’s violence conditions # 3 or 4 were present in seven of the 32 
charts for which we have full birth data. All seven children died. 

Having one or more of the other Lilly violence conditions by itself 
was not fatal. However, the presence of any one of them when a violent 
fixed star is x the © or one of them is ¢ or & the MC coincided with a 
death. 

There were nine charts with a violent fixed star ¢ or & the MC that do 
not have } within 5° of an angle. Each time one of Lilly’s violence indi- 
cators is also present. All nine died. 

Similarly, there are eight charts with a violent fixed star ¢ the ©. In 
each instance one of Lilly’s violence indicators is also present and ¥ is 
not angular. These eight children all died.

\y is within 5° of an angle in five of the charts. Each of the five sur- 
vived the attack, other violent indications notwithstanding. 

There are three charts with @ o° Ascendant. All three children died. 

There are three charts with the ) either o or the Ascendant. All 
three children died. 

These last two indications of a violent and unexpected death involv- 
ing 2 and the ) are surprising. Yet they make sense, in this particular 
situation. People born with either of these two bodies angular do invaria- 
bly attract attention and being noticed by others may not be too benefi- 
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cial if a mentally sick person is the one paying attention. 

As the Table 4 clearly shows we can distinguish between those Dun- 
blane children who were killed and those who survived. 

Note that the worst afflicted chart, in terms of the number of checks 
against her name in Table 4, is Victoria Clydesdale’s. She and her family 
had only very recently moved to Dunblane and that morning she had a 
rash all over her body but had insisted on attending school. She does 
seem fated to have been in the school gym that morning. 

Consider too the other extreme — the two children with no check 
marks against their names in table 4: William Hurst and Dawn Paterson. 

William survived the attack without sustaining any injury. He had the 
presence of mind to dive for cover into an alcove when the shooting be- 
gan. 

Dawn Paterson wasn’t even there. Although she was in the class 
photograph, she and her family had moved away from Dunblane, left the 
scene of the forthcoming tragedy, three months before. 

There was only one other child currently a member of the class who 
was completely uninjured, Rachel Hally. There is one check mark 
against her name in Table 4, but it shows she had the life-preserving 4 
within 5° of an angle at her birth. Rachel didn't go to school that day. 


The Data 

Because of space limitations I am not illustrating each of the thirty-two 
charts. Instead there is a listing of both the full data and the pertinent 
positions necessary for evaluating each of the various conditions for de- 
termining whether the child or teacher involved was able to survive John 
Watt Hamilton’s attack.

T 12:25 a.m.' on August 31* 1997 in Paris, France there 

occurred the fatal car accident that killed Princess Diana, her 

We friend Dodi Fayad and also Henri Paul, who was driv- 

ing their car. The latter had been trying to shake off pursu- 

ing news reporters by driving at 200 Km per hour down a 

Paris tunnel. The princess was not killed instantaneously but died of a 
ruptured aorta, the artery leading directly from the heart, in the Paris 
Pitie-Salpetriere hospital two hours after the accident. Her bodyguard 
Trevor Rees-Jones, though also critically injured, miraculously survived. 

Could we astrologers have spotted it beforehand? 

I felt moved to ask this question after reading Shelagh Kendal’s arti- 
cle on Princess Di in a recent issue of Considerations.’ She considered 
the possible effect of aspects to be formed as far into the future as 2002 
(2 ¢ Di’s Ascendant), though admittedly she did make one extraordinar- 
ily apt comment when this is viewed with hindsight. Thus she wrote on 
page 36: “This year, 1997, transiting ¥ moves to 4, perhaps dissolving 
the present structure of her life.” But of course she didn't mean it liter- 
ally. I don’t know of anyone else who did, either. Could anyone have 
done so? 

Just what indications were in force? 

Shelagh Kendal uses a Placidus chart that puts a total of five bodies in 
the 8" house, chief of them being \ opposing the ), the ruler of the 
house. With such a crowd there one could almost say that Di was death- 
devoted from birth — & ¢ E there as well! But I submit that this was not 
the impression Princess Diana ever gave. She loved life and lived it to 
the full. No one ever thought of death in connection with her. I think a 
conservative Equal House chart that has only the @ in the middle of the 
8th house better describes her. She certainly sought fulfillment and ad- 
vancement in life through marriage as well as a satisfactory status and 
financial settlement after divorce. The ) still rules the house and is

At the time of the accident the conjunction was only 24’ from 
exactness, That meant something, surely? After all it was Uranian — 
sudden, unexpected! 

But why should it have meant death? In the birth chart )K is in the 9" 
house and \ in the 2™. It sounds very much more like some legal com- 
plication or trouble-making affecting her financial position and we know 
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all about how negotiations connected with these matters had been and 
still were a thorny issue. Every astrologer who knew Princess Di’s chart 
knew that transit was operating but not one of them thought it would kill 
her. 

There is an important principle involved here. 

Actually we all have death pointers in our charts. We are all going to 
die and somewhere tucked away is an indication of how and when it will 
happen. But it isn’t easy to read. Even if we have )K and P and o¥ all to- 
gether in our 8" house it may not be for the next thirty or forty years, 
though it could equally well be the next time we cross the street. Simi- 


larly ¥ may take us away peacefully in our sleep as a six-month old baby 
or at age 35 or 95. There will be triggers, yes; and when we see them in 
someone else’s chart we may say Aha! — but almost always after the fact.

Elizabeth Kiibler-Ross’ is justified in insisting that people dying in hos- 
pitals should be allowed to face and come to terms with the reality of 
death, but for the majority of us while we are alive the business of life is 
living it. To think constantly of death may make sense in a civilization 
such as that of India where enormous numbers die in childhood and 
where the sight and smell of death is perpetually around one in the end- 
less shack settlements surrounding cities like Bombay and Calcutta, but 
elsewhere it is rightly regarded as ‘morbidity’, a negative and defeatist 
turning away from the challenge of existence. While we are alive we are 
being invited to live. Yes, much of what passes for worldly reality may 
be illusion, as the Buddhists tell us, and we do certainly learn to estimate 
and value certain things such as true love above others such as worldly 
success as we advance and grow in experience. But to gain that experi- 
ence we have to accept and engage with life, not reject it. 

And that is what Di was doing. 

But let us have a look at that K again. 

X{ is a strange planet. Six years after he was discovered the French 
Revolution broke out. And here we are in France again. 

What was he doing at the time of the accident itself? 


3 Author of One Death and Dying. a classic and ground-breaking book on rec- 
ognizing the fact that death is a stage of life that can and should be faced up to 
and accepted with dignity. 
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Sure enough the chart for 0:25 a.m. on August 31° 1997 in Paris 
shows him in the 8" house (by equal house) 5° from being 0 in TN in 
the 5". Di was on a love jaunt (5" house) with Dodi Fayed and she died 
because of injury to the aorta, the prime artery of the whole body. And 
mx, the sign \{ is in, rules the whole vascular system. 

But unfortunately you cannot say the accident could have been pre- 
dicted because such a chart was coming up. It was appropriate, yes, but 
XM was Ac from the 8" house for everyone in Paris at 0:25 a.m. on 
August 31“ 1997, Moreover many of them actually went through that 
same tunnel just before or just after that time, with the same threat — if it 
was a threat — hanging over them, and yet they didn’t have an accident. 

It was a highly appropriate moment for such an accident to occur, but 
only to someone for whom it was meant to occur! 

An accident chart is an effect chart. It shows the result of things that 
have been working up to that point. What had been working up to that 
point in Di’s life? Was the accident simply the result of the flashes from 
the paparazzi cameras confusing the driver of her car? Or did someone 
expect or intend her death? 

Perhaps they did. 

President Qadaffi of Libya suggested that the British secret service, 
MI5, engineered the accident since the princess’s Moslem boyfriend was 
a potential embarrassment to the British royal family if she turned Mos- 
lem to marry him. Conversely others have suggested that the Moslems 
did it to prevent a good Moslem from marrying a notorious Christian 
princess. In its most bizarre forms this version suggests that the Iranian 
Moslem hierarchy ordered the driver of the car, himself a Moslem de- 
spite his French name, to make away with the princess even if it meant 
his own and Dodi Fayed’s death. Then he would go straight to Paradise. 
Almost certainly it is all rumor and rubbish. They were really just 
speeding to escape the paparazzi who have been universally — and rightly 
— saddled with the blame. But it is strange that the driver of the car is 
supposed to have had three times the permissible level of alcohol in his 
blood at the time of the accident — too drunk to drive — whereas a secu- 
rity film taken shortly before the accident shows him walking perfectly 
steadily without any trace of drunkenness in his gait towards the car. 

Actually all of this kind of speculation — particularly with its religious 
overtones — is really far more characteristic of ¥ than of ){. 2. comes out 
flat with what he thinks and wants, even if what he thinks and wants is 
thoroughly wrong-headed. It is ¥ who engineers everything so that it 
seems to be the reverse of what it actually is. True, ¥ was operating at 
the time. He was conjoining Princess Di’s %. But he doesn’t look very 
prominent in the accident chart. 

Or does he? 
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He is |! K and in addition has a very weak dissociate conjunction with 
him that the parallel enormously strengthens. So he could have been be- 
hind everything after all, just letting X and the paparazzi camera flashes 
take the obvious responsibility. 

In any case those poor paparazzi, having to wait for months or years 
to hear whether or not they will be held responsible, and then facing up 
to five years in jail if they are, are in a thoroughly Neptunian hat 

The accident chart is worth looking at for a 
moment longer before we leave it. 

First and most obviously, of course. Princess Di’s 
precise natal rising degree is here precisely setting. 

Once again, naturally, one cannot attach prophetic 
significance to this. 17° % had risen and set at varying 
times of the day, depending on the season of the year, 
every day of the 36 years of her life. Moreover it is highly unlikely that it 
was also Dodi Fayed’s ascending degree and that of the driver of the car. 
Nevertheless one cannot help but fecl that there was a sort of poignant 
appropriateness in Fate’s having chosen just this exact moment to deal 
Di’s life its knockout blow. 

What then of \, her natal ruler, right on the MC, only 44” from being 
exactly o° ) conjoining the IC? 

Once again these were there for everyone in Paris at that time on that 
night. The ) is & 4 once every month and she also conjoins the IC at 
some time or other every day. So it has no meaning whatever? No — not 
necessarily. Perhaps in this instance the configuration did actually have 
a message for everyone. The exact time of ) o° } rarely coincides as 
closely as this with when the ) is also on the IC. The fact that it hap- 
pened just when it did really seems to be describing a royal culmination 
(4 ¢ MC) that was also unbelievably the literal end of a royal public life 
(22) o& the IC), 

\ in # is a people’s 4, for ~ is the sign of egalitarian social ideals 
and theories. And the ) in Q is a royal ) but still the ), i.e. the people. 
And that is just what Diana was recognized to be when the news broke of 
her death. A wave of love and devotion followed which has had no 
precedent in recent history. “You belonged to us,” said the people of the 
world. 

One can go on. Look at » in the 11" house in his fall in T and .° 2 
in = on the cusp of the 5" house. Doesn’t that describe what Di was 
going through at the time with establishment disapproval of her love life? 
One can read so much into this chart if one chooses to do so. But let us 
remind ourselves once again that its relevance to Di was the effect of 
what was happening altogether in her life. Other people with quite dif- 
ferent lives were not affected. Only the three individuals who were di- 
rectly involved with her at that moment shared her accident.

What other indications do we have, calculated from Di’s own chart, 
that could support currents in her life as a whole which were unknow- 
ingly leading up to an accident like this as their ultimate effect? 

Solar returns are often highly illuminating in connection with current 
events in an individual’s life and the princess’s for July 1° 1997 does 
show o rising in in square to the © near the Midheaven. @, the ruler 
of the 8" house is & K while *, the ruler of the 4" cusp and IC, is 0 8, the 
tuler of the 9" and 12" houses. All of these things could portend trouble 
— perhaps even violent trouble. However, the rising o” is in a wonderful 
extended fan formation with 9, B and \X, making both his own rising po- 
sition and the 2 & KK look less threatening. And most people would just 
take the 7” house % to indicate what we all knew about divorced Di’s sad 
relationship situation anyway. One wouldn’t read a fatal accident from 
such a chart — not beforehand, anyway, whatever one might think subse- 
quently. Moreover there are no significant links with the birth chart, for 
those who like to read a Solar return that way.* 

The reversed solar return, calculating for the 36” year before Di’s 
birth, is perhaps more ominous. The © returmed to its birth position at 
2:00:16 a.m. on July 2™ 1925 and the chart shows o once again angular, 
this time at the IC, the end of life, and he is appropriately in 22, 0% in Th. 
But at this time we sce an elevated \ in 1, 4 § and @ in the 2" house and 
a © oP, A) and in the 5" house. All that could well show Di’s un- 
conventional new liaison. The threat of violence was there, with that o” 
on the IC and with B < ¥, ruler of her birth chart, here in his fall on the 
8" cusp, but of course everyone looking at the chart would concentrate 
on the unconventional love affair. That was all one heard about. 

What about secondary progressions? 

Progressed secondaries show no planets or angles forming exact as- 
pects to natal positions with the one exception of ¥ who has recently 
passed the opposition to natal 4. Similarly regressed secondaries have 
no current contact with the birth chart with the one exception of 2 again, 
who has recently passed the quincunx aspect to natal 4. Neither aspect 
has any obvious relevance to the accident. Progressed o" is semisquare 
to progressed ¥, exact in August 1997, and regressed co” was contra- 
parallel to regressed 4 in April. That last aspect might be significant 
since its affect would last for six months or more and & had regressed 
into the natal 8" house. Since 4 was Di’s ruling planet it was an omen or 


4 For myself I prefer to read a solar return as a freestanding chart governing the 
year that follows it. quite in its own right. Signs of a possible accident were 
there in this one, but not emphatically enough to alert us. I suspect there is al- 
ways an element of choice or free will involved, in all astrology. 
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warning of violence, if nothing more. Even so one couldn’t really make 
a specific forecast from it other than to warn her to take care. 

Two other regressed to regressed aspects certainly are directly signifi- 
cant and relevant however. 

One is a square from the regressed © in II to regressed P still in TI. 
This was exact in April 1997 with the ic) having regressed into the natal 
6" house though still in the regressed 7" house. Essentially, therefore, it 
is a relationships-in-upheaval aspect, and it shows how intensely Princess 
Di must have been feeling what was in effect her public disgrace — her 
ejection from her 6" house ‘work place’ as the Princess of Wales. It is a 
desperation aspect, and Di must have felt desperately committed to her 
new relationship with Dodie Fayed in a don’t-dare-what-you-think 
mood. 

The other aspect is a square from the regressed Ascendant in Tl to re- 
gressed \K, still in 2, also exact in April. This was an even more serious 
aspect because it represented the final culmination or 
working out of the square from the regressed 
Ascendant to natal \{ that had been exact three years 
ago, in 1994, That was when the split between Di and 
Prince Charles finally became obvious and irrevocable 
to both of them. Like © OE. it too is a desperation 
aspect, but since the Ascendant is involved it points 
much more definitely to a physical risk to Di 
personally. In a quite real sense the accident, occurring as it did while K, 
in the 8" house of the accident chart. conjoined her natal Ascendant ruler 
\y, represented the final exteriorization of this aspect. 

Transits over both the progressed and regressed positions are also 
very interesting. John Addey used to say that external events were often 
more clearly shown by transits over progressed positions than by those 
over natal ones and this certainly seems to be the case here. Table 1 lists 
the positions of the progressed and regressed planets and angles calcu- 
lated for the day of the accident, together with the positions of relevant 
direct and converse transiting planets at the time. 

Note that direct transiting { opposes progressed § and that direct tran- 
siting 4 (Di’s natal ruler) opposes the progressed ©. Both of the as- 
pected bodies have progressed into the 8" house. 

Converse transits over regressed positions are even more relevant. 

Converse transiting » is exactly square regressed o”, a classic colli- 
sion aspect. % at 22°01’ T squares 4 at 22°25’ % in the heavens and 
closely aspects both the regressed Ascendant and regressed 2, showing 
the enormous publicity accorded to the princess’s death. 

So where does all this really leave us? 

Perhaps not so very much further ahead, after all.

We can say that appropriate indications were there, but only someone 
with a computer capable of printing out all of the relevant pointers day 
by day could really have come up with an effective warning. And so it is 
with nearly all of us. Most astrologers walk unknowingly to their deaths. 
Vivian Robson is said to have known that he would die during an air raid 
at the time of the World War II blitz on London and to have written to 
that effect in his weekly newspaper column, saying one day that this 
would be his last article. And so it was, but he was very much an excep- 
tion. Of course nowadays people like princesses can afford to have as- 
trologers with computers printing out all the necessary data — really 
competent astrologers able to interpret the data effectively and so capable 
of warning them not to travel at 200 Km per hour down a tunnel at 12:15 
a.m, in the morning. 

It ought to happen. Why doesn’t it happen? Don’t they believe in 
astrology?

ITH THREE MALEFIC planets in the 8" house of her 

horoscope, the house of death, even a beginner astrologer 

could have predicted that Diana, Princess of Wales, would 

die an unexpected, public death (KX), that the heart would be 

affected (K in £2), that there would be hemorrhaging (6), in 

the liver and bowel (% in Tf), and that the circumstances of the event 
would be hidden for a while but would become known in time, P. 

What a beginner might not recognize is that the sextile of o* and P to 

¥ indicated alcohol and/or drugs could be involved, and that things might 


not be what they seem (¥). Also, that her 8" house is under the influence 
of Menkalinin, a fixed star signifying violent death.

I do not go along with those who believe that the horoscope shows 
potentials that might or might not come to pass, and which, being fore- 
warned, one can avoid. On the contrary, I see the horoscope as a dy- 
namic inherent in the subject, the indications of which must and will be 
fulfilled. I believe that each and every one is under the control of a 
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Higher Force, in whose dominion “we live and have our being.” An in- 
teresting sidelight to this notion is found in The Bible Code’ by Michael 
Drosnin. In respect of the late Yitsak Rubin, a code was found which 
read “the assassin who will assassinate.” The code used a very specific 
“will”, and Rubin, being twice warned, with logic remarked that since 
the code said will, there was nothing he could do to avoid it. Of course, 
he probably didn’t believe the code, anyway. 

Traditional astrology has built up a predictive norm over centuries of 
observation, practice and experiment, acknowledging that each planet 
has a number of differing significations, according to rulership, place- 
ment by sign and house, as well as its intrinsic meaning as a planet.

Q. Furthermore, her \ is exactly opposite his Ascendant quincunx his %, 
which is conjunct her 2. His @ is on her MC. 

One can only guess what the previous connection was and when, and 
Tam not in the guessing game. 

On another level, Diana’s © indicates powerful enemies, royal and 
governmental, important people. 

When Diana married Prince Charles she aligned with the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and this should show in 
her chart. It does. Her © is on its MC, sextile its K, and opposing its ©, 
within 31’, and her \{ is exactly conjunct its %. Her close aspects to other 
members of the British royal family are listed in the table opposite. 

Among these prominent, powerful people will be found most of Di- 
ana’s friends and enemies according to a reading of the aspectual rela- 
tionship of the planets involved. There will be still others in high posi- 
tions who fall into the same categories, but whose birth times we do not 
know. 

Her relationship with her eldest son, Prince William, is also interest- 
ing and significant. Her Q is trine his Ascendant and square his 2, while 
her 4, ruler of her Ascendant, squares his MC. His @ falls in her 5 
house. With her other son, Prince Henry (Harry), on the other hand, her

On yet another level, the G © in the 7" indicates someone who values 
publicity, and knows how to use it for self-promotion. It also shows a 
caring, nurturing individual. However, on the down side, &’s do cling 
and cloy.

Diana’s © is secondary ruler of the 8" house of the spouse’s finances 
and is in the 7", signifying that some of the spouse’s resources would 
come to her. This may indicate the divorce settlement she received. It 
also suggests that the spouse would have some connection with her death. 

Prince Charles has a strange spiritual mixture. His Ml © suggests a 
deep, sensitive, emotional being, needing love, and needing constantly to 
be told he is loved.

This is why Bosnian victims of landmine mutila- 
tions said of her that they believed the princess genuinely cared about 
their misfortunes. One who lost both feet said: “When Diana saw the 
2,017-mark bill from the Zagreb company Ortopedia for two artificial 
fect, she offered to pay it herself.” Her attack on 
landmines may yet outlaw them, as the use of gas in 
warfare was outlawed. 

Her free association with lepers and AIDS victims 
has helped to change attitudes to those plagues. All 
her charitable work is well known and accounts for 
the overwhelming respect, admiration, love and emo- 
tion showered upon her at her death. Even her 
support of the ballet is docketed in her chart, in = on 
her MC — its ruler , in the 5" of amusement and love, also rules the 
dance. Fortunately, 2  ¥ suggests that what she initiated will go on after 
her death. @ also signifies the Nation’s tears because of her death. ¥ also 
rules photographs and photographers. To fulfill her God-given mission 
she needed photographers, like it or not. When they could promote her 
charities and social work, she liked them. When they touched her private 
life, she didn’t. Unfortunately, one cannot have one’s cake and eat it... 

To prosecute her mission, she needed financial means. This, too, was 
provided: 4 of abundance in her 2" of possessions, worth and assets, 
brought her great wealth. That it was in # opposing Prince Charles’ as- 
cendant probably extracted the financing from him. The 2" cusp is pro- 
tected by the fixed star A/bireo, which gave her “a handsome appearance, 
neatness, a loveable disposition and beneficence in despair.”

The 5" is only 17° and the 6" 15°, both half of what 
a normal house usually is, showing that she had but a short time to love 
and be loved (11") and to complete her work (6"). 

But your greatest gift was your intuition. Most elevated ¥. 

.. that of all ironies about Diana, perhaps the greatest is this: a girl 
given the name of the ancient goddess of hunting was, in the end, the 
most hunted person of the modern age. Hunters, hunting ruled by % & \. 

Another irony is that the girl who desperately sought a love that con- 
stantly evaded her would, at her death, receive the love of millions. 

Yes, Diana was flawed, as some have said, but that made her human- 
ity more evident. Her hamartia was her several love affairs. @ in her 
chart is scowled upon by A/go/, :the most evil star in all the heavens.” 
Additionally, @receives a heavy burden of malefic aspects: 
20, GD o HQ, ~ Mc and 4%, who is a heavy malefic anyway. And Q 
is at the midpoint of D/K. 

Being 45° from the ©, @ is almost at its farthest elongation where it is 
deprived of the warmth of the ©’s rays, and its square to the ) gave an 
over-indulgence in pleasures and a lack of discrimination in love, 5" 
house. 

2 is a powerful planet in the chart because it is in its own sign. In an 
earthy sign, it made her pursuit of amusement, pleasures and sexual 
needs “earthy”, and the square to K in the 8" indicated that this same 
pursuit would bring her death. This is reinforced by the square to the ) 
in the 2" opposing JK, which signifies over-indulgence in these affairs. It 
is also the reason for her troubles in her marriage and love affairs.

To quote again from Ebertin, ) &° K implies “an 
excessive self-willedness, stubbornness, fanaticism, the 
tendency to exaggerate or to magnify things, the 
inclination to overstrain the nerves, the striving for 
absolute independence, unrest or restlessness, the 
craving for sensation.”

For every major event that overtakes a person, I always insist on two 
principles: 


1. The personal points, the ascendant and Midheaven, must be in- 
volved 

2. The ruler of the house involved must give permission; that is, it 
must be involved in the configuration. 


If the event is a separation, a loss such as an amputation, bankruptcy, 
death, leaving home or theft, I also insist on a quincunx as a third condi- 
tion. 

In Diana’s progressed chart her approaching death was foretold by the 
MC (her public image) exactly squaring her natal Q, the ascendant (her 
private image) exactly trine her natal 9, ruler of the 10", and quincunx 
the progressed ), which satisfies all three demands.

The accompanying, supporting configu- 
rations were transiting ) o her natal ruler 4 and transit ¥ o her natal 1* 
house ». 

Note that X, the indicator of her violent, public death, was in £2 at her 
birth, a sign that rules France. Apart from ruling the unforeseen and the 
untimely, K also rules subways. Diana’s crash occurred in an underpass 
near the Pont de I’Alma. In her chart ¥ is in the 8" sign Tl and rules the 
3" of short distances. It also rules bridges and places near water. 

We must never forget that while astrology is a living science, capable 
of change and growth, it is an empirical science and the traditional 
meanings of its components, as stated earlier, are founded on generations 
of observation.

That it was Dodi is reinforced by her progressed 2 being ex- 
actly conjunct that k §. A further indication is shown by his Q being ex- 
actly trine her natal Q and, incidentally, exactly conjunct Prince Wil- 
liam’s ascendant. His ) was exactly quincunx her Q and exactly con- 
junct her %, also karmic. His B squared her 2, another karmic indication. 
In addition, his © was square her ©, his K was semi-sextile her JK, and 
his &* was sextile her @. A marriage would not have worked out, but it 
seems there is unfinished business for another time. 

There is talk that the crash was engineered and some mysterious, ¥, 
facts have arisen. Diana’s chart does not show any indication of murder 
or assassination. However, the transit chart for her time of death does 
have ® at 23° &. This is an area that I identified in a previous article as 
having a connection with murder. It’s an interesting point. On the other 
hand, Dodi has both 4 and f in this area. It is possible that someone was 
really after Dodi and that Diana was an unfortunate sacrifice, ¥. 

Diana 
the personality is dead, but Diana the Immortal Soul? ...why, she’ll be 
back anon. 
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Richard Houck writes: 

I was quite amazed to see your discussion of the death of Princess Diana 
with, as far as I could spot, no reference to the fact that there has been a long- 
standing controversy about her TOB. Apparently as a result of having written 
The Astrology of Death, within a few days after Princess Diana was killed I re- 
ceived almost 100 emails from various astrologers discussing this matter. You 
may wish to know that ALL Vedic astrologers whom I’ve queried on this mat- 
ter, with the possible exception of one or two, firmly believe that the 2:15 PM 
chart, with sidereal Tl rising, is the correct one (and not the 7:45 PM tropical 7 
one you solely featured). 

I have a new book coming out in 1998 (to be titled Digital Astrology) and in 
there I had already made a case for the 2:15 chart (actually 2:16:30) using the 
unique subject matter of this new book, but this new material is too technical to 
discuss in this brief format. In any case, to my mind this death has now con- 
firmed in spades my prior conclusion; it had ALL the elements mentioned in 
The Astrology of Death as necessary for a death such as this. I could easily list 
30 reasons, both with regard to the basic destiny nature of the sidereal natal 
chart, and with regard to various technical progressed patterns, etc. 

Instead I thought I’d highlight just a few basic things (mercifully excluding all 
Vedic astrology reasoning since I’d expect your readers are fundamentally tropi- 
cal) that may stimulate some interest, and this includes featuring some remarks 
from a little $5 book from India titled The Stars and Your Future by M. C. Jain. 
All this book does is make brief remarks about each degree of the sidereal zo- 
diac, but I have found it to be so chronically on target in a practical way that I 
wrote an entire article about it in the anthology Hindu Astrology Lessons (which 
you were so kind to mention ina recent issue). 

Sidereal o in her Vedic chart is in her 12" house at 8°17’ 2. Her secondary 
progressed MC at the death (using plain solar arc) was at 8°14’ 2. This is an orb 
of three minutes! Further when you look up the 8" degree of Leo in Jain’s book, 
he writes: “...if adversely placed (and Adars sitting here would certainly qual- 
ify!) this degree threatens serious accidents, burns and violent death,” and this is 
exactly what the secondary progressed MC was highlighting. Her secondary 
progressed Ascendant, by the way, was on the “Degree of Hastiness.” 

The day she got married, tertiary progressed 2 was conjunct her Descendant 
to the exact degree and minute — no orb at all — in its sidereal exaltation sign. 
9, of course, is the general indicator of love, and the Descendant is the spouse. 
On top of that, @ rules her = 2™ and by marrying one of the richest men in 
England she became much richer herself. I have a client who is a very successful 
professional model. Her Ascending degree is absolutely identical to Diana’s, 
and just like Diana (and the Dalai Lama) the ruler of her 1“ and her 10" is in her 
10" with the © (although my client has a stationary 4 only two degrees away, 
and other strong features for modeling). Perhaps the camera is drawn to this 
degree? By the way, the Jain book, in referring to this degree, says that this de- 
gree “starts life well endowed with natural beauty of form and figure.” 

As far as a natal comment, and again I’m being mercifully brief, this chart 
has sidereal \+, the ruler of her 7". in its fallen sign and closely conjunct a strong 
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% in its own sign. The ) is in the same house. This might be summarized as 
a cold and older husband whose most distinguishing characteristic is his over- 
whelming sense of duty to his mother.

Richard Houck makes some very good points. The “long-standing controversy” 
concerning Princess Diana’s time of birth, referred to here, goes as follows: 
when Diana became engaged to Prince Charles astrologer Roger Elliot was told 
her birth time was 2 PM by “sources close to the princess.”

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quickly corrected this to 7:45 PM. Penny Thornton gave the 7:45 PM time in 
her 1986 book Synastry, but in 1992 armounced the true time was really 2:15 
PM.

While the Peasant’sRevolt in Germany was the most obvious mundane happen- 
ing in 1524, I suspect we have here the astrological indicator of a truly earth- 
shattering event: the Reformation itself. The association of H with religion is of 
course an obvious clue. Key events occurred within seven years of this ¥-5 H o, 
both before and after. Martin Luther posted his 95 theses on the door of the 
Palast Church in Wittenberg on All Saint's Eve seven years earlier (October 31, 
1517 OS); his German translation of the New Testament was published in 1522; 
Uther Zwingli began the Swiss Reformation in 1519 and abolished the Catholic 
Mass in 1524; William Tyndale ’s translation of the New Testament into English 
was printed in 1525; Luther led the first German Mass in 1526; the reformation 
in Sweden began in 1527, in Scotland a year later; and the Church of England 
came into being in 1531.

In the dead of an Arctic night flashes of light lit up the southern tip of 
Greenland and stations in Norway, France and Germany detected seismic sig- 
nals.

IS ASSOCIATED with the relationship between power and 

powerlessness. The planet reveals by its position the life issues 

attending the deepest desire of the native: complete control 

over needed emotional resources. Also attendant upon the sure 
possession of emotional security is the indomitability of will that is re- 
quired to force a fusion of competing interests into a unity. The recogni- 
tion of the necessity of sharing resources compels a marketplace evalua- 
tion between the two parties of the relative value of what each contrib- 
utes to the union. Secondarily, this necessity of sharing resources re- 
quires a settlement of any disputes arising over the wealth generated by 
the uniting of interests. Here is where there must be an ultimate sensi- 
tivity as to the satisfaction engendered in both partners through the inti- 
mate sharing of goals and resources. The well-known explosive poten- 
tial associated with the E position arises out of the recognition that one’s 
life resources are used by an “other” for “the common good.” When the 
experience of one partner is of betrayal of the higher purpose of the rela- 
tionship (the common good), that partner knows the devil’s grip on him 
or herself. 

PB should be identified as the vortex of passion for the purely personal 
perspective (see Noel Tyl’s Holistic Astrology) of the fulfillment of one’s 
own desire nature. Here is where there is the deepest identification with 
one’s own capacity for choice of life or death. Here is an absolutist de- 
mand that “others” reckon with one’s personal power either through the 
explosive potential or through the alienation and isolation associated 
with totally cold implosion and withdrawal. B may represent regenera- 
tion as the soul awakens and penetrates into the trustworthiness of the 
person or thing to which it is committed. E requires total and open hon- 
esty, as total trust is sought in exchange for the shared money or shared 
life resources. P represents the unrelenting and unyielding resistance to 
manipulation in pursuit of one’s personal power. The indomitable cling- 
ing to the “treasure of one’s heart” can turn into an obsession with 
maintaining emotional bonds with survival value. B is intensely subjec- 
tive self-justification. It is the imperative for power of the subjective 
ego. P is the objectification of self as deserving service from others, thus 
generating power and control drams. P also represents a recovery of 
what has been lost or stolen from oneself, thus extreme self-justification 
in the use of power and/or amoral behavior. E espouses brute force and 
the law of the jungle. 
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On a political level, 2 represents a hidden agenda to use the addictive 
vulnerability of the weak. P is relentless and unyielding in dealing with 
any threats to its accumulated power base. The alienation from power on 
the part of the members of a society creates a need of the power structure 
of the state to exercise unceasing vigilance and penetration into the af- 
fairs of its citizenry. PB is associated with the denial of God and the rela- 
tivity of morality: the law of the jungle and the unpitying use of power — 
there is room for thought here. The natal position of PB reveals where 
preexisting limitations require an intense commitment to secrecy. As I 
write this paragraph, I notice the man at the next table reading a book 
entitled Beat the Wheel, specifically the paragraph headed “Can the 
croupier control the ball?” This is indeed the P issue. If the player dis- 
covers the game is fixed, the house loses control. 

B is associated with the overthrow of totalitarian abuse and absolute 
control. Its position may reveal where there is a need for an uprising, 
where pure power is unalloyed to humanitarian idealism — Tl is 0 ™. 
Faust’s bargain with Mephistopheles is illustrative of P’s dynamic. 
There is a complete surrender to inner desire. P involves the process of 
“knowing” the secrets of others. Paradoxically, P functions through 
reading the secret inner desires of others and through knowing the secret 
inner self-judgements that underlie the other’s ego. This deep inner per- 
ception of the inner world of others can be extremely painful to experi- 
ence for the uninitiated. Consequently, B can indicate the native’s with- 
drawal from the feelings he or she experiences from others, thus remov- 
ing oneself from their toxic contamination. There is an intense inner 
awareness of the consequences of judgement on the weaknesses of oth- 
ers. In direct motion P implies an acceptance of the awareness of the 
self-annihilating judgements of secret hidden inner self contempt of oth- 
ers, which can be used to “take pleasure in the weaknesses of others.” 

The book A Course in Miracles provides a good working definition of 
B on page 442 of the text: 

Sin is but error in a special form the ego venerates. It would preserve 
all errors (P) and make them sins, For here is its own stability, its 
heavy anchor in the shifting world it made; the rock on which the 


church is built, and where its worshippers are bound to bodies, be- 
lieving the body’s freedom is their own... 


Having identified the archetype of P, how does the retrograde phe- 
nomenon operate? The & archetype, let us recall, suggests a counterbal- 
ance or counterweight to the momentum gathering in the status quo. 
Noel Tyl has defined the retrograde as illustrating an “intense inner stra- 
tum of awareness.” The present writer believes that natives with & plan- 
ets find fault with the way the status quo manifests the energy of that 
planet. The & represents a concern with cleaning up after oneself. To 
some extent, a planet retrograde has a B energy associated with it. Curi- 
ously, in teenage vernacular there is a common phrase applied to some- 
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one who doesn’t go along with the program: “Retro”, as in You're so 
Retro! 

The retrograde function reveals the native as motivated to “emerge 
from the womb of sameness” in the expression of the planet involved. 
The retrograde functions to unravel the collective societal fabric of secu- 
rity in “going along with the program” by discovering the heliocentric 
perspective (there is no retrograde from the heliocentric perspective). 
The retrograde reveals the imperative to challenge the rush of the collec- 
tive. Its function is to be able to resist impulse, to decipher and to teach. 
This occurs through the retrograde by the native absorbing the cultural 
stresses and living them out within his or her body and nerves: an intense 
inner stratum of awareness. Noel Tyl additionally associates the retro- 
grade with incompleteness. This writer believes that the retrograde 
functions through rigorous investigation to redeem the native. There is 
friction as the & native is at odds with his culture, developing cultural 
objectivity. 


the deep penetration into the psyche of others. The retro- 

grade is indicative of an awakening from the common men- 
tality. P is the Lord of Pain (Latin: poena = punishment). The absolute 
imperative that P represents is to escape from pain, from the pain of re- 
striction and obstruction. This is done through withdrawal into the dark 
— P is furthest from the © — and through intimacy — P is a binary plane- 
tary system, actually two planets, Pluto and Charon, revolving around a 
common center of gravity. It is through this intimacy and trust that re- 
generation and recapturing of personal power may be accomplished. 

P & is withdrawn from and distrusting of the intense concern for se- 
crets, privacy and possessiveness. The retrograde is redressing, resolving 
and rejecting revenge or control over others, There is an intense reex- 
amination of the consequences of purely personal power. The retrograde 
gives a hesitancy to engage in capitalizing on other’s weaknesses. It 
seeks sanctuary from the use of brute force and the imperative to hurt the 
weak and capitalize upon the mistakes of others. There is an intense cx- 
amination of the experience of the irrational addiction to destructive 
pleasure. 

The retrograde is a retreat to rethink the “Why” of survival compul- 
sions. Since PB is subjective self-importance that justifies extremes for 
personal desire, the retrograde P is a nced to master and reexamine this 
self-justification. There is a sanctuary from brute force wherein one is 
allowed to address unresolved problems. Since P represents ethnic mad- 
ness and irrational rage, the 8 suggests a lesson of learning to understand 
and master the narcissism of others.

The cease-fire had held for nearly eighteen months. 

Business confidence had returned to Northern Ireland, and buildings 
had been rebuilt. On both sides of the Irish Sea everyone was convinced 
that permanent peace was only a matter of time. Few hints of any diffi- 
culties with the peace process had appeared in the media. 
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I predicted the attack a few weeks in advance. The details were told to 
a librarian and also set down in writing. A local newspaper, the Brentford 
Chiswick & Isleworth Times, were interested in the story and checked it 
out thoroughly before printing it. 

I had been working for some years with the lunation as my main tech- 
nique. After much trial and error I had established, to my own satisfac- 
tion at least, that new or full Moons last much longer than is commonly 
believed. I had arrived at a duration of four months for one new Moon 
contact. This three-fold division of the year mirrors the one-thirds into 
which the day breaks down for sleep, work and recreation. The principle 
seems to be a refinement of Day for a Year. The effect, I noticed, always 
preceded the configuration. 

Additionally, I had noticed a separate but similar law: 

Events from the past tended to repeat — often in rescrambled form — 
in the four months run-up to their anniversary. It is as if a major hap- 
pening gets locked into the annual cycle. It then takes on the nature of an 
astrological influence, working in the same way as a new Moon. Using 
anniversaries I was able to predict the IRA bombing that took all of Brit- 
ain by surprise. 

In early January an image started intruding into my mind: a tower 
block of offices with windows shattered. Accompanying it was a sense 
that an IRA bombing in the City of London from a few years ago would 
be repeated. I knew it would happen according to the four-months-before 
astrological law. 

In order to make a prediction though, I had to find the date of the pre- 
vious attack. Given the meager resources of my local reference library, it 
would not be easy. To make matters worse I seemed to recall there had 
been more than one IRA bombing in east London in recent years. I would 
have to work with the Times Index — a publication I found not at all easy 
to get on with. Hopefully, help would be available from the librarian. I 
knew I ought to get that prediction down in writing soon — the feeling 
was becoming urgent — but because of the difficulties ] kept putting it 
off. 

Finally, on 16th January, it would wait no more, and mid-afternoon 
found me in the library explaining my problem to reference librarian, 
Penny Crutchfield. 'I'm an astrologer you see, and I want to predict a 
bombing in east London. I believe it will be a repeat of a previous IRA 
attack, but I need to find out which one to establish the timing. The laws 
of astrology, you see, mean it will happen in the four months before the 
anniversary.' 

She looked at me quizzically. There was a cease-fire on, after all. 
Thankfully the library was quiet and we were able to spend a good hour 
searching and discussing. At last, with very little time to spare before the 
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building closed, we came up with the IRA bombing of 10th April 1992, 
which had caused severe damage to the Commercial Union Building and 
the Baltic Exchange. This piece of information felt incomplete, but it 
would have to do. I rushed home and swiftly typed out my prediction, just 
managing to catch the six o'clock post: 


In early 1996 the news will feature a massive explosion in a tower 
block. This will be a repeat of the explosion in the City of London 
that took place on the evening of 10th April 1992 causing severe 
damage to the Commercial Union building and the Baltic Exchange. 
The forthcoming explosion will have some of the same elements. It 
will take place no later than 10th April 1996 and will be typical of 
the prior effect new Moon. 


The following day NatWest Tower in the City of London caught fire 
as workers were repairing damage caused by the IRA bombing of Bish- 
opsgate on 24th April 1993. This was the wrong anniversary! Nor was it 
an explosion, as I had predicted. but a fire. The event was, however, very 
similar. It was undoubtedly a recurrence, related to a past IRA bombing. 
Moreover its happening so soon explained the urgency I'd felt in getting 
my prediction off. I decided to wait and see if anything else happened. 

A few weeks later, on 9th February. the massive Docklands explosion 
brought a sudden and bloody end to the cease-fire. Extensive damage to 
several tower blocks was caused. hundreds of windows being shattered. I 
could now see that my intuition had blended both events as they were so 
similar. 

The Docklands attack, however, was clearly a repeat of 10th April 
1992, rather than 24th April 1993. so something must have been helping 
Penny and me that day in the library! Both attacks took place on a Friday 
evening. The great bomb that ended the cease-fire occurred almost ex- 
actly two ‘lunation-blips' before the parent explosion — a clear link. 

With hindsight I could also see something else. A near-total eclipse 
was coming up on 17th April 1996. I sce these as working by four-month 
prior effect too. It would fall in-between the dates of the previous attacks. 
To some this may seem too wide an orb, but it must be remembered that 
eclipses occur in seasons lasting thirty-seven days. The natural orb of the 
D's Q is a full 18%4° either side. 

The written forecast had been incorrect in one detail. I had said the 
bomb would explode in a tower block, whereas it had been placed in a 
truck. But, interestingly. my wording captured the first media reports, 
which said the bomb had gone off in the basement of a building. Looking 
closely it refers to 'the news' featuring a massive explosion in a tower 
block. So I had unwittingly picked up the news story as well as the event! 
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It made me realize that the mundane astrologer is always working on two 
levels simultaneously, events themselves, and media reporting of them. 

At the time of the Docklands forecast I had a prediction pact with a 
fellow astrologer. We would make our forecasts in writing. He would 
vouch for mine and I would vouch for his. But he was abroad at the time, 
and there was no time to ask anyone else if they would accept a letter. I 
therefore sent it to myself. The envelope was carefully sealed with sticky 
tape, and came back bearing a reasonably clear date stamp. It remains 
unopened, and is still sitting here in my file. 

But full verification also came from Penny. The Brentford Chiswick 
& Isleworth Times got in touch with her to check out the story before 
printing it. Luckily she remembered me well. I suppose it's not every day 
that a librarian deals with an astrologer predicting a bomb during a cease- 
fire! 

Such was the shock and disbelief over the bombing, that, by extension, 
many found it hard to take in the fact that an astrologer managed to pre- 
dict the event. Despite several journals having announced that I predicted 
the Docklands bombing that ended the cease-fire, some people still misun- 
derstand and think I predicted a lesser event. 

Data: 9th February 1996, London: From 5.30 p.m. the IRA telephone 
several media offices to say that the cease-fire will end at 6 p.m. and that 
a bomb has been planted. At 5.40 p.m. the Metropolitan Police is in- 
formed and puts emergency procedures into operation. The bomb ex- 
plodes at 7.01 p.m. 


Some Examples of Repeats in the 4 Months Prior to an Anniversary: 


1) The Sea Empress ran aground near Milford Haven off the coast of 
Pembrokeshire on 15th February 1996 causing a massive oil spill. 
This was the worst disaster of this type since the oil tanker, Torrey 
Canyon ran aground on 18th March 1967, also in the West of Britain. 


2) The Solar Temple religious group committed suicide in France at the 
winter solstice 1995. I had predicted a repeat of Waco as the anni- 
versary approached. David Koresh and his disciples had died 19th 
April 1993. There were many parallels between the two sets of cult 
deaths. 


3) The TWA-800 air disaster (which I predicted on the basis of the full 
Moon) took place on 17th July 1996, Another great disaster involv- 
ing the sea, the sinking of the Estonia, had taken place on 27th Sep- 
tember 1994, 
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The notorious murderer, Fred West, hanged himself in prison while 
awaiting trial. The date was Ist January, 1995. On 28th November 
1996 his brother John, who was also awaiting trial killed himself in 
the same way. 


On 5th May 1981 Bobby Sands, a member of the IRA, died on hun- 
ger strike in an Irish prison. In the following weeks other IRA prison- 
ers died in the same way. In February 1997 the British media de- 
scribed two cases of hunger strikers in prison. The first were a group 
of immigration detainees secking political asylum. This case has 
much the same 'flavor' as the politically orientated IRA. The other 
case was that of Paul Barker. an inventor with a grievance against the 
company to whom he had sold a patent. He parked his car outside the 
company's headquarters and protested, claiming he had a petrol bomb 
strapped to him. The clement of violence and protest once again 
evokes the IRA.

N INTERESTING ARTICLE appeared in the Czech as- 
trological magazine Konstelace 21] in 1996. It described 
how the author went about finding the appropriate date for 
conception. 

First he wanted to correctly predict the date of his 
wife’s ovulation. He began with his wife’s last menses and, because her 
menstrual cycle regularly lasted 23 % days, he added (according to the 
Knaus-Ogino theory) half of this period, i.e. 12 days, to the onset of the 
last menses. Thus twelve days was added to the recorded start of last 
menses at 10:30 a.m. GMT on November 8, 1990 in Prague, giving No- 
vember 20, 1990 as an approximate date for finding fruitful days.

Pelhtimov: 49° 26’ N, 15° 13’ E. 
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On November 16" the wife began measuring her basal temperature, 
the thermometer reading 36.6° Centigrade with some insignificant ir- 
regularity. On the evening of November 17" and again the following 
morning the temperature had dropped to 36.4°. Thereafter it gradually 
rose to stabilize at 37.0° around 6 p.m. GMT on the 18". This indicated 
the time was right for ovulation. Ovulation was further confirmed by 
saliva analysis.

Following coitus, the husband recorded the possible time of concep- 
tion as 8:20 a.m. MET (7:20 a.m. GMT) on November 19", 1990 in Pra- 
gue. At this moment the ) was opposing his wife’s natal ). Ten lunar 
months later the ) would return to the same position, he decided. 

A little girl weighing 3.3 Kg was born on August 19", 1991 at 
5:42:05 a.m. MET (4:42:05 a.m. GMT). This was the recorded time of 
her first drawing breath. However, the official time of birth, as recorded 
in her baby book, is 4:45 a.m. GMT. The reason for this later time is that 
life is not considered to officially begin until the child is fully discon- 
nected from the mother with the cutting of the umbilical chord. Since 
her birth the little girl has been in the pink of health.

Commentary: There is nothing new astrologically here. Early this 
century the prominent German astrologer Frank Glahn wrote in Das 
Mutterschafis Mysterien enthiillt (The Maternity Mystery Decoded)! that 
a woman can conceive a viable child only when the transiting ) is 
crossing her natal horizon, i.e. Asc-Desc, and coitus has occurred within 
the past five days. On other days the woman is unfruitful. This rule is 
fulfilled here. The ) in the conception chart (Figure 2) is near the wife’s 
natal Descendant (sce Figure 1).

Some fifty years later Reinhold Ebertin in both an article” and a book? 
affirmed that Glahn’s rule was reliable. Ebertin added that he was also 
convinced that “in general the rule applies that the lunar position at the 
time of conception and at the time of birth is approximately the same.” 

Both rules were fulfilled here even though the experimenter (the hus- 
band) had read neither Glahn’s nor Ebertin’s books.

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Dynasty: the Astrology of Family Dynamics by Erin Sullivan. Penguin, 
Arkana Publications. 1997. 387 pages. $14.95. 

Dynasty is much too long — 387 pages of very small print — and the 
print is not good enough to read easily. I belicve that only a professional 
psychologist will be able to understand it. There is too much jargon in the 
book. This reviewer is not a professional psychologist. 

For example, the description of plancts in the twelfth house reads as 
follows: 


“That the 12th house planets are last to be born means that it takes 
greater conscious effort to individuate out of the archetypal collective 
consciousness—the tendency to cosmologise the function of the 
planet renders it infantile and undeveloped in the psychological 
sense. Reasons remains too far outside: it stays in the transcendent 
realm and thus does not come into the lower regions where psychol- 
ogy plays a role in transforming the conscious mind and working on 
the connection between the deeper layers of the recessed psyche and 
the upper air of the mental intellectual realms. People with 12th 
house planets are always speaking of their helplessness in the face of 
the larger reality, whether that is socicty, divinity or history. Natu- 
rally the 12th house planet wants to go back into the cosmic womb; 
the pain of being conscious and alive is often too great.” 


This does not help one understand Tony Blair, Britain’s new Prime Min- 
ister, who has o%, 4 and the © in the twelfth house. 

There are several case histories of families, all of them dysfunctional. 
Possibly this is because functional families do not go to astrologers. The 
author divides them into Uranian and Neptunian families. The Uranian 
families are disengaged. According to Sullivan, the family members in a 
negative Uranian family have a distaste for familiarity, for intimacy, a 
fear of emotion, an indulgence in self-absorption, and very little capacity 
for generosity or growth through relating. This does not sound like \K to 
me, for in my experience )K gives originality and a revolt from what most 
people consider “ordinary.” They are eccentric, often rebellious and they 
pursue causes rather than money. They are alive, vital and interesting. 

The positive Neptunian family is warm, safe, and emotionally rich. 
There is no need to venture outside it for relationships. It is enmeshed. 
They nurture and protect each other. But the negative Neptunian family 
can smother individualism. The Kennedy family is given as an example of 
such a Neptunian family. 
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There is a graph from the Jigsaw computer program showing the en- 
meshment of the Kennedy family. Unfortunately I can’t make head or tail 
of it. Patrick Kennedy, as all American readers will know, is the son of 
Edward Kennedy, younger brother of President Kennedy. He is charted 
here as the son of President J. F. Kennedy. No explanation is given of the 
graph, which purports to be of the fifth harmonic. There is no explanation 
why the fifth harmonic, the creative link between planets of 72°, is used. 
One would not associate the Kennedy family as being particularly crea- 
tive. 

The author draws heavily on modern psychology. She cares little for 
the ancient roots of astrology. “Maybe in another thousand years,” she 
writes, “our strong interpretive success will be as laughable to future as- 
trologers as Manilius, Dorotheus or Ptolemy’s is to us today. 

A terrible book: badly edited, badly written and badly printed. I do not 
think it will appeal to many readers.

The Void of Course Moon: A Study of the Technique as used by William 
Lilly by Maurice McCann. Tara Astrological Publications, 73b Dresden 
Road, London N19 3BG, England. 1997. 90 pages. $9:50 (inc. p. & p.) 

This slim book is mainly of interest to horary astrologers. The horary 
astrologer has a set of rules, handed down over the centuries, to be strictly 
followed. The correct adherence to these age-old criteria, it is believed, 
will enable the astrologer to correctly interpret a specific astrological chart 
set up for the time a question is asked. It is the old way. And it seems to 
work, 

McCann’s book is concerned with one of these ancient rules, the defi- 
nition of when an astrological body, invariably the ), is Void of Course. 
Here VOC is used strictly in the horary sense: it has nothing whatsoever 
to do with the virtually meaningless VOC ) displayed on celestial calen- 
dars intended for the New Age dabblers of our art. 

If one lives by the rules one needs to know exactly what they are and 
the definition of what constitutes VOC and how to use it when interpreting 
a horary, as given by Bonatti, Dariot, Lilly and other great astrologers of 
former times, is not exactly clear. There are at least two alternative defi- 
nitions in common use nowadays, each with its strong adherents. McCann 
attempts to distinguish between these and uses William Lilly’s commen- 
taries and example charts in Christian Astrology as the basis for this. It 
may appear a hair-splitting exercise, but to some it is crucial. 

The author's intent is admirable. Unfortunately, he has found what he 
considers to be inconsistencies in how Lilly approached this matter, and 
these have prompted the ill-considered accusation that the 17" century 
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master “made many thoughtless and untenable mistakes.” In doing so, 
McCann is certain to raise the ire of those who view William Lilly’s mas- 
terwork on a biblical level. They are likely to arbitrarily reject all he says. 
A pity, for few seem willing to question the underlying rules of astrology, 
horary or otherwise. 

There is, I believe, a flaw in McCann’s approach. He criticizes Lilly 
for not using a technique the old master apparently didn’t consider valid, 
There are several charts for which Lilly says the ) is VOC that McCann 
argues are not so. The ), McCann says, can still aspect the antiscion of 
another body before it changes signs. To my knowledge, Lilly does not 
use aspects to antiscions anywhere in Christian Astrology. He uses only 
the conjunction to the antiscion or contra-antiscion, never a sextile, trine 
or square. Indeed, when one considers what exactly an antiscion repre- 
sents, namely that it is a parallel in terms of the ©’s declination, it makes 
sense only to use the conjunction or opposition. 

Perhaps this needs a fuller explanation. The ©’s antiscion is always a 
parallel in declination to the ©’s original position in longitude. The © at 
16° & has its antiscion at 14° Q and the declination for both these places is 
16° 38° N. The ©’s contra-antiscions are always contra-parallels in dec- 
lination — the contra-antiscion of 16° 8 is 14° =, declination 16° 38” S. 
This applies also to planets without much latitude: their antiscions are 
also parallels, or close enough to be considered as such. It is only when a 
body is relatively distant from the ecliptic, “with latitude”, that it will not 
necessarily parallel its own antiscion points. 

Over the years we have learnt to use just the conjunction and opposi- 
tion with declinations, we call them parallels and contra-parallels. The 
general consensus is that sextiles, trines, squares, etc. do not work in dec- 
lination. It follows that if parallels and antiscions are virtually identical, 
as they obviously are, sextiles, trines and squares should not be used with 
antiscions. 

Lilly only used the conjunction and opposition with antiscions. Our 
understanding of and experience with parallels of declination says this is 
correct. McCann calls Lilly inept for not using other aspects. This is un- 
fortunate for McCann’s intent is admirable, namely to review how a mas- 
ter astrologer approached a specific problem, and to use this to resolve a 
current dilemma. 

There is much in this slim book that is stimulating and worth reading 
— the section on how the meaning of aspect orbs and moieties has so 
radically changed in this century is particularly valuable. 

In most other areas of knowledge new ideas and approaches are ini- 
tially published in journals before appearing in book form. One reason for 
doing this is peer review (another is speed: the desire to circulate new 
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findings to others as quickly as possible). One’s peers can provide sug- 
gestions and criticisms which can help flesh out the concept being pre- 
sented. This rarely if ever occurs in astrology. Had McCann’s antiscion 
approach been presented to journal readers before being rushed into book 
form, helpful criticism could have improved his book. His main finding, 
concerning which of the two alternative approaches to the VOC ) was 
used by William Lilly in practice, is likely to be ignored by many who will 
completely reject everything in the book simply due to the author’s mis- 
placed criticisms. So what is his main finding? Buy the book, it’s in 
there. —KG 


Abii Ma’Sar’s The Abbreviation of the Introduction to Astrology. To- 
gether with the Medieval Translation of Adelard of Bath. Ed. & Trans: 
Charles Burnett, Keiji Yamamoto & Michio Yano. Leiden, Holland: E. J. Brill, 
1994. 170 pages. ISBN 9004099972. 

Abfi Ma’Sar (787-886 A.D.) is the best-known astrologer of the Mid- 
dle Ages. His most ambitious writing was his Great Introduction to As- 
trology, which text established the principles of astrology in terms of Ar- 
istotelian physics and gave a comprehensive account of the tenets of as- 
trology. Later astrologers frequently referred to the work — Al-Birini 
clearly used the Great Introduction as his main 
source (virtually all of the astrological section of his 
Book of Instruction repeats Abi Ma‘Sar word-for- 
word), and William Lilly lists it as the first among 
his many sources. The text was translated into Latin 
in the twelfth century and into at least two European 
vernaculars by the time of the Renaissance. 
“Albumasar’ became the stock figure of the astrologer, representing as- 
trology to the public as Ptolemy represented astronomy. 

The Great Introduction, however. is a large book; over three hundred 
pages in a typical Arabic manuscript. It seems that Abi: Ma’Sar himself 
perceived a need to extract the main astrological data and arrange them in 
a handy format. The result was 7he Abbreviation of the Introduction, a 
work of seven chapters, packed with detail, but stripped of all philosophi- 
cal content. It provides us with a convenient introduction to the astrology 
of the Middle Ages. It is, in AbG Ma‘Sar’s own words, ‘an explana- 
tion... which is closer to comprehension’. 

The present book provides two translations of the Great Introduction, 
together with the original texts. One is from an Arabic manuscript, the 
other from Adelard of Bath’s twelfth-century Latin translation. The sec- 
ond source enables us to see the form of the text as Latin-reading astrolo- 
gers knew it and to compare its content with that of the Arabic text. 
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Readers may know David Pingree’s translation of The Thousands of 
Abii Ma’Sar (London: The Warburg Institute. 1968), in which the 4-4 
conjunctions are the basis for predicting mundane events. There Abi 
Ma’Sar utilized a specific advanced technique, here he deals with the very 
basics of the astrologer’s art. What Abii Ma‘Sar wrote became the basis 
for much that later astrologers did. Al-Birini, Bonatti and Dariot, Regio- 
monatanus, Placidus, Campanus and Morinus, John Dee and William 
Lilly — they were all strongly influenced by him 

The Abbreviation of the Introduction should be of great interest to 
present-day astrologers, particularly to those who wish to better under- 
stand the early sources for much that we do nowadays. —KG
